Higden blasts 
ilson's AIDS 
budget plan

R ssemblywoman Carole Migdien, 
D-San Francisco, denounced 
one of Governor Pete Wilson’s 
budget proposals for 1997, 
under which California cities would 
transfer federal AIDS funds back to 
the state to pay for the AIDS Drug As¬ 
sistance Program (ADAP). 

Under Wilson’s budget proposal, 
San Francisco could lose between $2 
and $2.5 million in federal Ryan 
White CARE funds, Migden said Fri¬ 
day, January 10. AIDS Office officials 
have already been told San Francisco 
will lose as much as $5 million in 
CARE money, because more areas in 
the country will be receiving funds in 
the 1997-98 funding cycle. 

San Francisco is one of nine eligi¬ 
ble metropolitan areas (EMA) in Cal¬ 
ifornia that qualify for federal fund¬ 
ing under Title I of the Ryan White 
CARE Act, due to the disproportion¬ 
ately large number of people here 
who have HIV/AIDS. Migden said 
that 92 percent of all AIDS cases in 
the state are located in the nine EMAs. 
San Francisco currently has more 
than 7,000 of the 34,000 people in 
California living with AIDS. 

Wilson’s plan to shift $12.9 million 
in CARE funds for statewide distribu¬ 
tion will mean that the areas in great¬ 
est need will be forced to reduce ser¬ 
vices that have been proven effective 
in keeping people alive and healthy, 
according to Migden. 

“While the governor’s proposal 
appears to be good news for the AIDS 
Drug Assistance Program, the loss of 
local funds will force San Francisco to 
make up lost revenues by taking 
money away from primary medical 
care or housing programs for people 
with HIV/AIDS,” Migden stated. 
“This* is a deadly blow to people with 
HIV/AIDS, particularly the poor or 
those in need of special services.”

Call in gay to u/ork in March 

Could a nationuride strike 
help end homopholiia?

O n March 24, gays, lesbians, bisexuals, 
and transgenders will have a new op¬ 
portunity to demonstrate their pres¬ 
ence in communities across the coun¬ 
try. In the vein of Coming Out Day, they are 
being urged to participate in “Gay Day” - 
where instead of just coming out, they leave 
the workplace for the day by calling in sick. 
The absent employees will illustrate the social 
and economic clout of gays to businesses. 
They will also prove, once again, that “we’re 
in every phase of society, because people are 
still not aware of who we are,” said Gay Day 
creator Debbie Golden, who works as a real 
estate agent in Albuquerque, New Mexico. 
Gay Day is not a time to sit around 


watching soap operas instead of computer 
screens, though. Golden is urging partici¬ 
pants to be compassionate and interact with 
others on the 24th, through community ser¬ 
vice or personal relations. “You can work in 
an AIDS center or take your mother out to 
lunch,” she said, “but do something with 
love in your heart.” 

The idea for the day came from the 
newest social arena of the gay community - 
the Internet. Golden said a discussion on the 
list group GGBB (Girl-Girl Boy-Boy) about 
“what if all gay people turned purple one 
day” inspired her to start organizing a 
demonstration she could actualize. She 
chose the date after consulting the stars; as 
an astrology follower she believes the sun’s 
position in Aries on the 24 will bring the day

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AIDS activists protest 
McCaffrey appearance

M ore than 50 activists 
gathered in the cold 
Monday, January 13 to 
protest the appearance of Clin- 
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ton administration “Drug Czar” 
General Barry McCaffrey at the 
Presidio. McCaffrey was in town 
to address the Western Regional 
Methamphetamine Drug Con¬ 
ference. With chants of “Drug 
czar, lie no more/We won’t die 
in your drug war!” activists de¬ 
cried the fact that the adminis¬ 
tration’s “war on drugs” pre¬ 
vents safe and legal access to a 
drug with known medical value. 

Demonstrators included 
members of ACT UP/Golden 
Gate, Dennis Peron’s Cannabis 
Cultivator’s Club (formerly the 
Cannabis Buyers Club), patient 
rights advocates, and Proposition 
215 supporters. Activists ex¬ 
pressed outrage at McCaffrey’s 
statement that the medical mari¬ 
juana measure was a “hoax ini¬ 
tiative,” claiming that the admin¬ 
istration’s actions in the wake of 
the 215 victory - which passed 
with 56% of the vote statewide 
and considerably more in San 
Francisco - flouted the will of the 
voters. Steve LeBlanc of ACT 
UP/GG stated that “the voters of 
the largest state in the union have 
spoken loudly and clearly, but 
General McCaffrey has refused to 
listen.” When asked if he had any 
words for McCaffrey, Peron said, 
“Get over it - we won, you lost!” 

Protesters ignored the direc¬ 
tions of park rangers attempting 
to confine them to a distant 
“free speech area,” and marched 
up to the barricades surround¬ 
ing the building in which Mc¬ 
Caffrey was speaking, where 
they staged a moving picket. No 
arrests were made. Wayne Just- 
man, a 52-year-old person with 


AIDS and a member of the 
Cannabis Buyers Club prior to 
its August 1996 closure by state 
drug officials, urged administra¬ 
tion officials to “get their prior¬ 
ities in order.” He suggested that, 
rather than being barricaded in¬ 
side a closed conference, McCaf¬ 
frey should be out “talking with 
the people involved” to learn the 
truth about medical marijuana. 

Last week McCaffrey called 
for an assessment of the data re¬ 
garding the medical use of mar¬ 
ijuana after previously stating 
that there was “not a shred of 
evidence” that the drug had any 
therapeutic value. The proposed 
assessment appears to be a re¬ 
hash of a 1988 review in which 
Drug Enforcement Agency ad¬ 
ministrative law judge Francis 
Young concluded that marijua¬ 
na should be reclassified so that 
physicians can prescribe it. Mar¬ 
ijuana is currently classified as a 
Schedule I drug, indicating that 
it has no allowable medical use. 

Demonstrators pointed out 
the irony that while McCaffrey 
was speaking at a conference 
about the problem of metham¬ 
phetamine abuse, that drug 
(marketed by Abbott Laborato¬ 
ries at Desoxyn) is a Schedule II 
drug that may be legally pre¬ 
scribed for attention deficit hy¬ 
peractivity disorder and obesity. 

ACT UP/GG’s Virg Parks stat¬ 
ed that “we’re not talking about 
crack or heroin - we’re talking 
about a medicine [marijuana] 
which research has proven effec¬ 
tive. General McCaffrey should 
focus his energy on the real 
crime in America.” ▼

Docs sue U.S. over pot

S an Francisco AIDS specialist Marcus Conant is the lead plain¬ 
tiff in a lawsuit that seeks to block federal officials from pun¬ 
ishing doctors who recommend marijuana to their patients. 
The lawsuit, iiied in federal court Tuesday, January 14 by Amer¬ 
icans for Medical Rights, claims that threats to punish doctors who 
recommend marijuana violate the doctors’ First Amendment ri^t 
to free speech. 

Graham Boyd, an attorney for the group, sa)^,‘‘Discussions be¬ 
tween a physician and patient about the risks and benefits of medicai 
marijuana constitute protected speech under the First Amendment.” 

Ihe lawsuit names as defendants federal officials involved in 
drafting and implementing the federal policy, including drug czar 
Barry McCaffrey and Attorney General Janet Reno. 

Conant says he has seen marijuana work to relieve nausea and 
stimulate appetite where other drugs fail. “Physicians should be al¬ 
lowed to discuss medical marijuana without having to risk arrest or 
other punishment by the federal government,” he said. 

The lawsuit is a response to the Clinton administration’s De¬ 
cember 30 announcement of its plan to fight implementation of 
Proposition 215. The measure altered California law by creating an 
exemption for seriously ill patients who are using marijuana on the 
“recommendation or approval” of a physician. ▼

M gay man who stored some 
Mm love letters and graphics of 
naked men on a computer, 
which he had borrowed from 
work for his use at home, is suing 
the University of California, 
Berkeley for invasion of privacy 
after a security official there made 
the computer’s contents known to 
his colleagues. 

The lawsuit was filed Monday, 
January 13, seeking damages in 
excess of $1 million. The plaintiff, 
Lee Clark, also charges the uni¬ 
versity security official violated 
constitutional rights against 
search and seizure by refusing to 
allow Clark to delete the personal 
material from the machine before 
returning it to work - and then 
circulating a list of the personal 
items to members of the universi¬ 
ty staff and officials. 

“That’s the most egregious 
thing, that he disseminated the list 
to other people who had no rea¬ 
son to know about it,” said attor¬ 
ney Gary Cloutier of the Law Of¬ 
fices of Paul Wotman. “It was def¬ 
initely and clearly intended to hu¬ 
miliate Mr. ClarL” 

Clark, a 22-year employee of 
the University, works as an assis¬ 
tant transportation manager, and 
has twice received outstanding 
performance awards. The com¬ 
puter was surplus equipment left 
over after a computer upgrade of 
the department. According to 
Cloutier, a supervisor gave Clark 
permission in 1995 to use the 
equipment at home. 

But on February 26, 1996, 
Harry Cordon, one of the defen¬ 
dants, asked Clark about the com-

puter as he was auditing the de¬ 
partment. Clark told Cordon that 
he had personal items on the 
computer and explained that sev¬ 
eral of the items were sensitive in 
nature - including love letters to 
and from former lovers. 

“Clark said that he would re¬ 
turn the computer, but asked Cor¬ 
don if he could first delete the per¬ 
sonal information,” Cloutier told 
the Bay Area Reporter. “Cordon 
told Clark that he could not delete 
the personal information. He di¬ 
rected Clark to return home im¬ 
mediately with another university 
official and return the computer.” 

A Woody in his undies 

The computer was returned 
without the material deleted - and 
several weeks later Cordon met 
with Clark and other departmental 
staff, and presented Clark with sev¬ 
eral documents that he said had 
been printed from the computer. 

“Two of the documents were 
highly personal letters to former 
lovers. While the other university 
officials looked on. Cordon asked 
Clark whether the letters were 
personal. Cordon also told the of¬ 
ficials that some of the material 
was sexually explicit and that 
there were pictures of naked 
men,” Cloutier said. 

According to the lawsuit. Cor¬ 
don refused to delete the person¬ 
al material and later circulated a 
list detailing the personal materi¬ 
al on the Clark’s computer. 

The list stated, among other 
things, “graphics of two different 
pictures of the same two nude 
men, one man is copulating the 
other and then the other man ejac¬ 
ulating” and “frontal view of nude 


man squatting with his penis 
showing.” He also catalogued 
“endless movie of two nude men, 
one man is kneeling and actively 
copulating the other standing 
man,” “picture of Hugh Grant 
from an ABC telecast,” and “graph¬ 
ic of Woody Harrelson wearing a 
cowboy hat in his underwear.” 

A spokesman for the Regents 
of the University of California 
said he hadn’t seen a copy of the 
legal proceedings and was not 
able to comment. 

In addition to the actual, con¬ 
sequential, and incidental losses 
stemming from the incident, the 
suit also seeks punitive damages 
and attorney’s fees. T

T he monthly meeting of the 
Coalition for Healthy Sex 
(CHS) took an unexpected 
turn Tuesday, January 14 when a 
majority of non-CHS attendees 
stayed beyond the end of the 
scheduled agenda to discuss the 
issue of reopening bathhouses in 
San Francisco. 

The CHS, a group of sex club 
owners and AIDS prevention ed¬ 
ucators, fell under the spotlight 
this fall when proposed legislation 
governing sex clubs was shelved 
by Mayor Willie Brown. AIDS Of¬ 
fice Director Mitch Katz stated 
that instead of formal legislation, 
“guidelines” would be put into 
place to regulate the clubs. At the 
December CHS meeting, a set of 
safer sex standards was put forth 
based on guidelines drafted by the 
CHS over the past two years. The 
DPH would be able to issue an 
order of abatement as a public 
health nuisance to close non- 
compliant clubs. 

Some 30 community members 
were on hand to voice their oppo¬ 
sition to specific items in the stan¬ 
dards or to the very idea of gov¬ 
ernment regulation of gay sex, 
vastly outnumbering the six CHS 
members present. Although CHS 
meetings have always been public, 
they had not been widely an¬ 
nounced prior to the recent spate 
of media attention. Activist 
Michael Petrelis was applauded 
when he stated that it was “bull¬ 
shit” for the CHS to set sex club 
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policy, and “an outrage” that CHS 
meetings are not better publi¬ 
cized. Tony Molina of the Califor¬ 
nia HIV Prevention Planning 
Working Group called for more 
diverse representation in the CHS, 
noting that “the Latino commu¬ 
nity doesn’t own sex clubs, but we 
fuck in those sex clubs.” 

Upon presenting the revised 
“Minimum Standards for Oper¬ 
ation of Sex Clubs and Parties,” 
Mike Pendo of the AIDS Office 
was met with a barrage of ques¬ 
tions and criticism. Community 
member Richard Carrazza em¬ 
phasized the importance of re¬ 
sponsibility, noting that “we can¬ 
not tell people they must be re¬ 
sponsible in their sexual behav¬ 
ior and then take away their op¬ 
portunity to practice responsible 
behavior.” Several participants 
expressed the belief that the role 
of government officials and 
groups like the CHS is to provide 
information so that people can 
make their own informed deci¬ 
sions about what sexual risks 
they are willing to take. Author 
Race Bannon noted that the pro¬ 
posed standards contain only 
three lines about education, with 
the rest of the two-page docu¬ 
ment devoted to the regulation of 
behavior. 

Pendo responded that preven¬ 
tion education is not just about 
giving out brochures, but also in¬ 
volves promoting the develop¬ 
ment of environments in which 
healthy behavior is encouraged. 


Dan Wohlfeiler of the Stop AIDS 
Project explained that the stan¬ 
dards were not arrived at easily 
and were not without controversy, 
and emphasized that the chal¬ 
lenge was to balance the need to 
reduce the incidence of HIV in¬ 
fection with the need to preserve 
civil liberties. 

Behind closed doors 

The standards that provoked 
the most controversy dealt with 
the “monitoring” of sexual activi¬ 
ty and the prohibition of closed 
rooms or cubicles (widely regard¬ 
ed as the major distinction be¬ 
tween a bathhouse and a “stand- 
up” sex club). Holding a flashlight 
on Pendo to imitate monitoring, 
Petrelis insisted that the bath¬ 
house issue be addressed, a senti¬ 
ment that was clearly shared by 
many. Members of ACT UP/San 
Francisco had already printed 
signs reading “Open the Bath¬ 
houses - End HIV Bigotry,” and 
several members of a newly 
formed group. Community Unit¬ 
ed for Sexual Privacy (CUSP), 
were present. [See “Why we want 
bathhouses,” page 6.] 

Petrelis, Bannon and others 
pointed out that many men do 
not enjoy sex without privacy, 
thus driving them out of congre¬ 
gate sex environments where they 
might be reached by AIDS pre¬ 
vention education efforts. Sex 
clubs cater to exhibitionists and 
voyeurs, and while these clubs are

j/. an Francisco International 
Airport officials were caught

valuable, establishments that 
allow more private encounters 
should also be allowed to exist. It 
was noted that many sexual en¬ 
counters in the city involve HIV 
positive men having sex with each 
other. ACT UP/SF’s Michael 
Bellefountaine criticized what he 
sees as a trend toward “labeling 
HIV-positive people as a health 
risk” and “interfering with their 
right to engage in sex privately.” 

CHS member Edward 
Goehring explained that the 
group originally devised guide¬ 
lines under the threat that city of¬ 
ficials would do so if the clubs did 
not police themselves. Petrelis 
opined that three people need to 
be convinced that bathhouses are 
acceptable: Katz, Department of 
Public Health Director Sandra 
Hernandez, and Mayor Brown. 
Community member Steve John¬ 
son stated that there is “no clear 
and present danger” to justify the 
infringement on personal liber¬ 
ties, pointing out that even Katz 
acknowledges there is no evidence 
that frequenting bathhouses is an 
HIV transmission risk. Bannon, 
who worked as an HIV educator 
in Los Angeles at the time of that 
city’s bathhouse closing debate, 
claimed that Los Angeles kept 
their bathhouses open based on 
sound, scientific evidence, not 
politics. Paul Cotten of the Steam- 
works bathhouse in Berkeley pre¬ 
sented data from the 1993 Young 
Men’s Survey showing that the in¬ 
cidence of unprotected anal sex 
was similar in bathhouses, bars, 
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agreed that United, the nation’s 
largest airline, would have to honor 
the cit/s new domestic partner law, 
which is scheduled to go into effect 
June 1. However, the board recent¬ 
ly approved an ordinance that re¬ 
quires leases that come up for ap¬ 
proval before June 1 to include lan¬ 
guage that complies with the do¬ 
mestic partner law. 

Under the law, businesses that 
contract with the city must offer 
domestic partners the same ben¬ 
efits offered to spouses. 

No officials from United were 
present at Tuesday’s meeting. 
Peter Nardoza, administrator of 
government affairs for the airport, 
said he was surprised at the turn 
of events and would need to dis¬ 


and monitored sex clubs (around

tween now and the January 27 
board meeting. 

Gay activists were pleased with 
the committee’s decision. 

“United heavily markets to the 
gay and lesbian community,” said 
Jeff Sheehy, president of the Har¬ 
vey Milk Lesbian/Gay/Bisexual 
Democratic Club. “It is outra¬ 
geous that a major employer that 
advertises to the queer communi¬ 
ty and claims to be at the forefront 
of queer rights is ^ttenjpting to 
get a 25-year exemption to our 
non-discrimination law.” 

United currently does not have 
domestic partner policies - either 
for its 86,000 employees world¬ 
wide or for its 7,500 workers at San 
Francisco International Airport. 

Nardoza maintained that the 
domestic partner ordinance is not 
yet in effect; therefore, it should 
not cover this particular lease. 
United has 12 or 15 different leas¬ 
es, he explained, adding that one 
of them will probably come be¬ 
fore the board after the domestic 
partner law goes into effect, 

Supervisor Tom Ammiano, 
chair of the government commit¬ 
tee, said if they had approved the 
contract, it would have gone into 
effect without the domestic part¬ 
ner language. 

“If the skies are going to be 
friendly to married couples, 
they’re going to be friendly to do¬ 
mestic partners,” Ammiano told

Bill and Newt, by now, have been revealed 
as political Katzenjammer Kids who can’t 
keep their mitts out of various cookie jars 
and honey pots; it must be very strange for 
people in other countries to see Clinton’s in¬ 
auguration and Gingrich’s election to his 
speaker post, despite admitted ethics viola¬ 
tions. That kind of thing is upsetting enough 
when it happens in Jersey City and Teamsters 
elections, but watching it happen on this 
huge national scale feels a little like being in 
that crosswalk facing two runaway cars. 

Obviously, two of the more powerful 
politicians in America today have the same 
feeling about rules (don’t call political con¬ 
tributions “charitable donations,” and don’t 
lie about it if you get caught; don’t sell ac¬ 
cess to the Commander-In-Chief like kisses 
at a county fair; etc.) that bad drivers have 
for red lights and yield signs. And both 
share a lack of apparent contrition over it. 
In fact, they spend an unseemly amount of 
time smiling and laughing when the charges 
against them are being discussed, much as 
drunk teenagers find it hilarious to discuss 
the stop signs they’ve run. 

But for the rest of us, the more pedestri¬ 
an members of the ^nrerican society, the 
laws Gingrich and Clinton broke are as nec¬ 
essary as stop signs, for exactly the same rea¬ 
sons. Without them, people get hurt and 
people die. (By the way, we aren’t talking 


about Paula Jones - she’s doing 
enough of that for us and every- — 
body else besides - because the mat¬ 
ter of Gingrich and Clinton buying and 
selling influence is so much scarier. 
Whatever the current market 
price of such power, it is clear¬ 
ly beyond the means of most 
people. Which explains why 
the interests of the average person are so 
badly neglected, by both parties.) 

At some point during the inauguration, 
someone is bound to mention America at 
the Crossroads. It’s a pet phrase among 
politicians, designed to promote optimism. 
The problem is that most of us in America 
feel we’re standing in the crossroads, and are 
pretty pessimistic about our safety. 

Speaking of safety (and moving to a more 
local topic), the so-called “voluntary guide¬ 
lines” of behavior at the city’s sex clubs are 
heading to the desk, for the final approval of 
the city’s AIDS Office director. Dr. Mitch 
Katz. At Tuesday’s meeting of the Coalition 
for Healthy Sex, whence the guidelines were 
created, the very valid concern was raised that 



the community has had no real chance 
to make input to those guidelines. 

Many, many meetings may be need¬ 
ed to rectify that situation, which 
^ would change the way things usual¬ 
ly get done in this city. Katz, his 
boss Dr. Sandra Hernandez, 
and Mayor Brown all need to 
be aware that codifying any¬ 
thing without community input will surely 
be stomping on the will of the people they 
are supposed to serve. They cannot possibly 
expect such egregious actions to be without 
serious consequences.

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Why we want bathhouses 

A statement of purpose and principles 


by Community United 
For Sexual Privacy 


USP, “Community United for Sexual 
> Privacy,” exists to oppose all govern- 
'' mental restrictions on the ability of 
San Francisco gay sex establishments to 
offer private, unmonitored spaces to those 
patrons who want them. We believe that the 
continued prohibition against such spaces 
is an affront to basic civil liberties, is insult¬ 
ing and degrading to sex club patrons, is in¬ 
herently sex-negative and homophobic, and 
is actually counter-productive to the goal of 
reducing HIV transmission. 

1. Civil Liberties. In 1976, after many 
years of effort on the part of gay communi¬ 
ty and civil liberties activists, California’s leg¬ 
islature passed then-Representative Willie 
Brown’s bill making sex between consenting 
adults in private completely legal. Later rul¬ 
ings held that sex clubs and bathhouses were 
private places - as private as someone’s bed¬ 
room - and therefore the law applied to 
what went on there. But this important 
judgment has been virtually negated by the 
prohibition on privacy within sex clubs. Of 
what value is the right to engage in consen¬ 
sual sex in private, if we have no privacy in 
the places we go to have consensual sex? 

2. Sex-Negativity and Homophobia. 
HIV-transmission information and safer- 
sex messages are disseminated copiously at 
San Francisco’s gay sex clubs, through signs, 
leaflets, and the provision of condoms. But 
the strongest messages are conveyed by the 
bright lights, the lack of privacy, and the in¬ 
trusive monitors. Those messages are that 
1) gay sex is not an intimate, personal ac¬ 


tivity involving communication between 
people, but is rather simply a physical act to 
be performed in public, much like animals; 
and 2) gay sex is so inherently transgressive 
and dangerous, and gay men so stupid 
and/or irresponsible, that we have to be 
watched at all times to make sure we don’t 
so something we “shouldn’t.” 

3. Reducing HIV Transmission. The 
only justification given for prohibiting pri¬ 
vacy and mandating monitoring in sex 
clubs is the claim that these measures 
reduce HIV transmission rates. In¬ 
deed, such draconian and coercive 
measures could only be justified if 
it was determined that they were 
absolutely necessary in order to 
save lives. However, not only can it 
not be demonstrated that 
the removal of privacy re¬ 
sults in reduced HIV 
transmission (San Fran¬ 
cisco’s HIV transmission 
rate among gay men is not any lower than 
in those cities which allow privacy in sex es¬ 
tablishments), it may actually be counter¬ 
productive to that purpose, for at least two 
reasons: 

(A.) It is generally acknowledged by 
health educators that sex establishments can 
be one of the best venues in which to dis¬ 
seminate information and tools for HIV 
prevention. But a large number of gay men 
will patronize only those sex establishments 
that provide the opportunity for privacy; 
often such people are married, just coming 
out, or otherwise not involved with the “gay 
mainstream,” and so may have no other 
place to get this information. And those gay 
men who do patronize existing sex clubs are 


presented with subliminal messages so dis- 
empowering that all attempts at prevention 
education may be negated. 

(B.) It is also generally acknowledged 
that the vast majority of gay sex happens in 
homes, hotels, and other such private and 
unmonitored places. Therefore, to reduce 
HIV transmission rates significantly re¬ 
quires gay people to exercise their HIV pre¬ 
vention knowledge in those spaces. But with 
sex establishments prohibited from provid¬ 
ing similar private spaces, their HIV pre¬ 
vention education ends up being presented 
in a context so artificial and so un- 
like what patrons experience “at 
^ home” that the impact is greatly 
reduced. Conversely, the private 
rooms found in sex establish¬ 
ments in other cities serve 
as ideal venues for pa¬ 
trons to learn about and 
practice the same HIV 
prevention techniques 
they would use in their own homes. 

For these reasons, we call on the San 
Francisco Department of Public Health 
(SFDPH) to cease any efforts to write regu¬ 
lations prohibiting private, unmonitored 
spaces in San Francisco gay sex establish¬ 
ments. We further call on the SFDPH to 
state clearly that they would not oppose the 
creation of such spaces by any sex establish¬ 
ment operator who chooses to do so. 

By supporting the purpose and princi¬ 
ples of CUSP, the gay community of San 
Francisco is reclaiming our right to privacy 
and personal choice, reaffirming our pride 
in our sexuality, and rededicating ourselves 
to a reduction in HIV transmission through 
education rather than coercion. T

SFAF and sacrifice 

Re: Conkin’s Jan. 2 interview with San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation Board President Paul Wisotzky: 

I think the SFAF would benefit by abandoning its 
tiresome defense of staff salaries and pondering its 
true purpose. I doubt that many of the SFAF’s de¬ 
tractors are really concerned about whether Ms. 
Christen and her court draw salaries comparable to 
the staff at “similarly-sized health non-profits around 
the country.” We who gasp at Ms. Christen’s $134,000 
salary are not worried about whether it matches that 
of her peer group. We ask why her services are valued 
at a level so obviously beyond basic necessity. 

Although the largely uninfected staff of the SFAF 
may disagree, AIDS is still an emergency to many of 
us. Normally, in an emergency, affected communities 
strive to conserve resources. A community in crisis 
limits its expenditures to what’s absolutely necessary, 
so the most help can be provided to the most people. 

The SFAF was born from the emergency. Its for¬ 
mation was a response to a crisis, and pro¬ 
ceeded with massive community support 
and much mention of nobility and sacri¬ 
fice. 

Those are nice concepts, but Ms. 

Christen’s salary, in and of itself, affirms a 
contempt for both of them. Her salary is 
grotesquely high by any measure, as vir¬ 
tually anyone can live quite comfort¬ 
ably here on half of her paycheck. An 
organization supposedly aimed at avert¬ 
ing calamity defeats its purpose by spending out¬ 
landish sums just to maintain a staff. The reason res¬ 
cue workers for the recent floods did not arrive in 
limousines is because, in any emergency, there is an 
implied ceiling on luxury for those seeking a direct 
role in the response. 

Pat Christen’s salary is far above that ceiling. By 
accepting it, she has made it clear that her part in 
fighting the epidemic will not involve any nobility or 
sacrifice. And therein, I think, lies the root of the cur¬ 
rent unrest. A lot of us are tired of supporting orga¬ 
nizations that were founded on the-noble and un¬ 
selfish intentions of others but whose current staffs 
wouldn’t know “sacrifice” if it bit them on the ass. 

The SFAF tends to speak of its detractors as if that 
group could barely fill a subway car. But I think thou¬ 
sands of us are becoming annoyed with the organi¬ 
zation’s sheer cost and unresponsiveness. Once think¬ 
ing I could never approach such indignation myself, 

I now willingly label myself an SFAF detractor after 
becoming a potential client last year and observing 
first-hand the gross inefficiency and cluelessness that 
seemed to pervade the organization. Against that 
background, the salary issue was like salt on an open 
cut. 

If the SFAF wishes to continue operating (I’m not 
saying that’s automatically a desirable goal either), it 
should examine the criticisms being leveled against it 
and begin responding with actions, not with knee- 
jerk defenses about comparable salaries or nonsensi¬ 
cal accusations of heterophobia. The SFAF needs to 
realize it’s in danger of becoming a liability to the 
community it claims to serve.

Salaries aren’t services 

I must commend Cynthia Laird and Dennis 
Conkin on their recent articles about the San Fran¬ 
cisco AIDS Foundation. However, the cat-like picture 
of Pat Christen was a little over the top, and I hope 
that she has a sense of humor. I’m sure many readers 
thought that Cats was back in town when they saw 
your cover picture. 

Laird and Conkin asked some pretty tough ques¬ 
tions, and the Foundation seemed to have reasonable 
answers. But I think it needs to be stated clearly that 
money that is spent on salaries to pay people to talk 
to people with AIDS is not money going directly to 
people with AIDS. It is money going directly to AIDS 
industry worker’s bank accounts. 

The debate is^ about how much money we spend 
on counseling, case management, endless conferences 
and so-called education; it is the choice between 
words, the largest product of the AIDS industry, ver¬ 
sus hard cash for actual medical care and drugs. Paul 
Wisotzky, SFAF’s board president, claims that with¬ 
out support services poor people will never be in the 
position to take the new drugs. But if the service agen¬ 
cies continue to gobble up limited resources there will 
not be any drugs for poor people to take after they 
have been housed, fed, transported, counseled, house- 
cleaned, vitamined, case-managed, groomed, drug- 
addiction recovered, peer-grouped, and dog-walked 
- we will instead continue to do what the AIDS in¬ 
dustry has been doing so well for the last 10 years - 
warehousing AIDS patients until they die, 
rather than leading the fight for research 
( and treatment. 

The San Francisco AIDS Foundation 
needs to change with the times or suffer 
loss of respect and support in our com¬ 
munity. The fact that SFAF’s Wisotzky 
characterized a front-page article in the 
Wall Street Journal (which took weeks 
to research and write and included true 
feelings and opinions of a wide range of 
PWAs and activists - his peers) as trivial nonsense, 
shows just how deep the AIDS Foundation has buried 
its head in the sand.

Re: “Is it time for the AIDS Foundation to down¬ 
size?” January 2. Among the things that need to be 
given careful consideration in reviewing the efficacy 
of allocations that AIDS organizations attribute to ed¬ 
ucation or other programs are the portion of those 
allocations that are really salaries designated as “edu¬ 
cation” or “support.” Accountants have buried salaries 
in those categories instead of including those figures 
as overhead and administrative costs. Can these ad¬ 
ministrative and overhead costs honestly be described 
as services rendered in each and every case? 

Do AIDS executives really receive six-figure 
salaries now, as well as earning four weeks of paid va¬ 
cation, medical, dental, and optical insurance? Even 
some friends who have multi-million-dollar high- 
tech corporations offer a fraction of those benefits, 
and competition for employees in that field is rough. 

I only wish 1 could provide everyone on my archi¬ 
tectural staff, myself included, with benefits like those. 
We have master degrees, three years of apprentice¬ 
ships, and a four-day-long licensing exam to pass as a 
basic requirement to register as architects. Perhaps we 
are in the wrong field; maybe we should all become 
AIDS executives. 

Clearly, there needs to be better disclosure and less 
obfuscation about where the funds are actually going 
in all AIDS organizations that are raising and spend¬ 
ing millions of dollars from donations, and distrib¬ 
uting even more federal and state tax dollars. If we 
cannot police our own organizations, some self- 
loathing closeted gay Republican in Congress like 
John Kasich, who has the power to subpoena records, 
will. The formula the GOP will use will be something 
like this: cost per Person With AIDS served versus 
benefits received by the average PWA who needs help 
from these organizations. A six-figure salary and four 
weeks of vacation will not be considered an “educa¬ 
tional” expenses in that review, I promise. 

I raise these concerns having some experience in 
reviewing operating budgets for a major AIDS orga¬ 
nization. In the late 80s, I served on the finance com¬ 
mittee for the AIDS Action Committee in Boston.

^ A #' hen House Republicans 
voted last week to once 
W again install Rep. Newt 
Gingrich of Georgia as the 105th 
Congress’ House Speaker, only 
nine GOPers voted either “pre¬ 
sent” or for someone other than 
Gingrich. Rep. Tom Campbell, a 
pro-choice, pro-gay rights moder¬ 
ate from a Santa Clara district on 
the Peninsula, was in that group. 

Campbell actually voted for a 
colleague. Rep. Jim Leach of 
Iowa, a fellow moderate, who, of 
course, had no chance of winning, 
making Campbell’s vote basically 
a “protest.” When asked last week 
why he voted for Leach, Campbell 
told reporters that “on or about 
March 27, 1995, and on or about 
December 8, 1994, information 
was transmitted to the Ethics 
Committee by and on behalf of 
Mr. Gingrich that was material to 
matters then under investigation 
by the committee, which infor¬ 
mation, as Mr. Gingrich should 
have known, was totally inaccu¬ 
rate, incomplete, and unreli¬ 
able.” 

Campbell pointed 
out that even Gingrich 
admitted, as the Ethics 
Committee also con¬ 
cluded, that his con¬ 
duct did not reflect 
creditably on the 
House of Rep¬ 
resentatives. “I 
totally agreed 
with the 
Speaker’s own words,” Campbell 
continued, “and for those exact 
reasons, I could not and did not 
vote for him.” 

Brave? Perhaps. For all I per¬ 
sonally know of Rep. Campbell 
(I’ve only met the man two or 
three times), the act of going 
against the leadership of the 
GOP-controlled House and suf¬ 
fering almost certain fall-out as a 
result could well be described (in 
political terms, at least) as “coura¬ 
geous.” 

However, given Rep. Camp¬ 
bell’s well-known career ambi¬ 
tions, one has to wonder if a bit of 
political opportunism played a 
part in his decision to “buck” 
Newt and the other House lead¬ 
ers. Shortly after first winning the 
Peninsula House seat he now 
holds a few years back, Campbell 
gave up another “sure” term to 
enter the GOP U.S. Senate race 
against fellow Republicans Bruce 
Herschenson and then-Palm 
Springs Mayor Sonny Bono for 
the right to run against Democrat 
Barbara Boxer for the retiring 
Alan Cranston’s seat. Campbell 
lost the nomination, promptly 
came back to Stanford, and quick¬ 
ly began resurrecting his political 
career by running for and win¬ 
ning a special election to a state 
senate seat in Sacramento. 

Hardly was he settled into his 
Sacramento seat, however, when 
Campbell made it known that he 
wanted his old House spot back. 
That opportunity presented itself 
soon enough, and he was once 
again in a House race, which he 
won. 

Tom Campbell is now serving 
a second term in the House, and 
many think he is eyeing a seat in 
the Senate encore. Although Mr. 
Campbell told his constituents 
time and again during his last 
campaign (and as recently as two 
weeks ago) that “I will not run for 
the U.S. Senate in 1998,” don’t bet 
on it. Clearly, he wants badly to be 
in the Senate, but his prospective 
opponent, Barbara Boxer, is a very 


tenacious campaigner, not a bad 
fundraiser, and as an incumbent 
will not be a pushover for anyone. 

Already waiting in the GOP 
wings for a shot at Boxer 
are San Diego Mayor 
Susan Golding, Rep. 
Chris Cox of New¬ 
port Beach, and State 
Treasurer Matt 
Fong. Campbell, no 
fool he, might just wait 
until Dianne Fein- 
Stein’s seat ex¬ 
pires in the 
year 2000 and 
then go for it. 
(Feinstein could either be gover¬ 
nor by then or perhaps the veep 
nominee on an Al Gore ticket). 

Was Campbell’s vote on Gin¬ 
grich based solely on the issues? 
Well, in his district (and probably 
California at large), it didn’t hurt 
him. At the very least, Tom Camp¬ 
bell’s decision to buck the flawed 
Newtster gave him the right to as¬ 
sert that he is indeed a man of 
principle and conviction, and in 
the world of politics, that’s not all 
bad. 

Politics and poker 

Board of Supes President Bar¬ 
bara Kaufman’s naming of Supe 
Susan Leal as chair of the pow¬ 
erful Finance Committee was a 
good move. 

Was that really Da Mayor 
(Willie Brown, of course) calling 
his predecessors (Frank Jordan, 
Art Agnos, DiFi) “phonies” dur¬ 
ing a TV interview with Phil 
Matier last week? Ouch! 

Senator Feinstein and outgo¬ 
ing White House Chief of Staff 
Leon Panetta are meeting se¬ 
cretly to talk about who will run 
against Dan Lungren for gover¬ 
nor next year. If Feinstein gets 
into the fray, she will have the full 
endorsement of Panetta and vice 
versa. 

A big battle looms in DC. this 
weekend when the GOP National 
Committee meets to name its new 
national chair. California’s state 
GOP Party chair, one of the con¬ 
tenders, is given little chance to 
win, in part because he carries the 
baggage of support from groups 
like the ultra-right, anti-gay 
Christian Coalition. 

The federal drug czar, after al¬ 
ready denouncing the use of mar¬ 
ijuana for medicinal purposes and 
the voters of both California and 
Arizona for passing such initia¬ 
tives last November, appears to be 
backing off a bit. He announced 
last week that $1 million will be 
used to “review” evidence of the 
weed’s effectiveness as an alterna¬ 
tive medicine. Of course, they will 


also use the same study to evalu¬ 
ate marijuana as a “gateway” sub¬ 
stance to more serious drugs. 
Please - save the bucks. These 
guys have already made up their 
minds on this issue, and they’re 
not leaning Dennis Peron’s way. 

Talk about marketing ploys: 
The same week that Eileen Mc- 
Gann announced that she was di¬ 
vorcing former White House 
strategist Dick Morris for using 
$200 hookers, Morris’s new book. 
Behind the Oval Office (Random 
House), hit the bookstores. The 
Clinton campaign architect says, 
however, that the timing was a 
“mere coincidence.” 

What’s in a name? Polls show 
Massachusetts Rep. Joseph 
Kennedy Jr., an announced can¬ 
didate against popular, pro-gay 
Republican Governor William 
Weld in next year’s governor’s 
race, trailing, 54 to 23 percent. 

Incidentally, please relax over 
at the Public Defender’s office. My 
recent item that a prominent 
gay/lesbian candidate would 
emerge shortly to vie against Jeff 
Brown has bit the dust. The per¬ 
son in question phoned to tell me 
he didn’t “have the time this year.” 
Smile, Jeff. As for the-rumor that I 
was trying to recruit someone to 
run against Brown - why would I? 
The guy is an old friend, despite 
some decisions I heartily disagree 
with. 

Look for a tough knockdown, 
drag-out primary battle between 
Assemblyperson Wally Knox and 
lesbian Assemblywoman Sheila 
Kuehl for state Senator Tom 
Hayden’s Santa Monica-area seat 
when he terms out in ’98. 

Wisconsin Congressman 
Steve Gunderson, who gave up 
the seat he’d held since 1980 last 
week, plans to become a consul¬ 
tant for businesses and is working 
to organize a Republican counter¬ 
part to the Democratic Leader¬ 
ship Council. The former con- 
gressmember and his partner 
have become prominent gay- 
rights activists. 

Thanks to those (five altogeth¬ 
er) who took the time to send me 
the clipping of JFK Jr. and his 
beloved pooch, Friday. 

And baby makes three! My

Melissa Etheridge, whose lover 
of eight years, Julie Cypher, is 
very pregnant.

I’m with stupa

S tupa Is As Stupa Does 
Dept.: A stupa is a three-di¬ 
mensional mandala consid¬ 
ered by Buddhists to cover a lotus 
of compassion and to be a door- 
wayinto the realm of Buddha na¬ 
ture. They are white domes ringed 
with prayer wheels; some are set 
atop double squares which make 
eight-pointed stars. On top of the 
domes are square gold-leafed 
cupolas with a pair of watching 
eyes plus a third eye on each side 
(representing the supreme Bud¬ 
dha, the Adi Buddha, named for 
the highest plane of existence). 
Above that is ,a tower of 13 rings 
representing 13 steps to nirvana, 
which bodhisattvas avoid achiev¬ 
ing until all beings are enlight¬ 
ened. 

Kathmandu is lousy with stu¬ 
pas and shrines - in some neigh¬ 
borhoods, you can hardly turn 
around without tripping over 
one. And in some neighborhoods, 
you can hardly stop to admire one 
without vendors and panhandlers 
surrounding you like flies. A trea¬ 
sured experience of mine was 
heading south past the tourist 
shops and vendors of Thamel, 
down narrow streets to where 
commerce was for the locals and 
daily life swirled on about me. In 
one intersection was an interest¬ 
ing Buddha shrine with monkey 
caryatids, beneath an electrical 
transformer. Well, they said stupas 
are placed over power spots! 

My curiosity had been primed 
by the introductory lectures that 
told me Nepali power spots were 
much like the places where I do 
hiking meditation. First, the sym¬ 
bolism of what makes a valley like 
Kathmandu a mandala resembles 
that of my priestess name. El¬ 
evation giving a sense of space 
makes a spot powerful, and 
stupas are meant to be cir¬ 
cumambulated - doing 
kora, it’s called. I can relate. 

Potent 
symbolism 

On our first full 
day, we took the Ring 
Road out to 
Swayambu. 

Nepali drivers 
- including 
those on motorcycles, driving 
India-style decorated trucks and 
buses, or maneuvering one-pas¬ 
senger tuk-tuk mini-taxis - weave 
their way down the street like 
Manhattan cab drivers. Here, 
though, the traffic is two-way, and 
pedestrians and bicycles are part 
of the mix, as is the occasional 
cow. Swayambu, the chief tantric 
power point in the Valley, was 
chock-full of symbolism to the 
point of being overwhelming (in 
a good way). 

We ended up leaving my 
roommate behind (after a lengthy 
search of a small area). She’d gone 
off behind closed doors with a 
local man - scandalous for an un¬ 
married man and women here - 
supposedly for an explanation of 
Buddhism. (“It was okay, because 
I have friends who live in a Bud¬ 
dhist meditation center back 
home.” Flake alert!) Now, this is 
the one woman on the tour who 
talked about local men wanting 
one thing from Western women - 
and also about how she preferred 
women. And yet, she would not 
only commit this faux pas but also 
manage to be the one woman in 
our group who kept getting date- 
type invitations from Nepali men. 

Back down the hill, at a tribu¬ 
tary of the sacred Bagmati River, 


our drivers parked our two small 
buses and we walked to Dur¬ 
bar Square, off which can 
be found the old “Freak 
Street” of hash-smoking 
Western expatriate days. 
Each of the three Valley 
towns that used to be sepa¬ 
rate kingdoms - Kath¬ 
mandu, Patan, and 
Bhaktapur - has its 
Durbar Square, where 
royal and tem¬ 
ple architec¬ 
ture survives 
to get rebuilt 
after each once-a-century earth¬ 
quake (e.g., 1934). 

The locals who care appreciate 
the help of Americans, (Germans, 
and the French, but try to get 
modern Nepalis to treasure their 
heritage as much as modern tech¬ 
nology. You can’t blame the locals 
for wanting modern comforts (or 
yourself for preferring Western 
sanitation); how do you commu¬ 
nicate the benefits for all from a 
best-of-both-worlds approach? 
There’s your basic developing na¬ 
tion critical question, eh? 

We took in the charms of Dur¬ 
bar Square despite the various 
rupee-seekers swarming around 
us like persistent gnats. (Later in 
our stay, I steeled myself for an¬ 
other foray, and found the smell 
of fresh meat had worn off and I 
could take in Durbar Square in 
relative peace.) While waiting for 
the last of our group to gather for 
departure, I got to duck briefly 
into the Kumari Temple. 

Living goddess 

The Kumari is a young girl 
chosen to be, until such time as 
she sheds blood, a living incarna¬ 
tion of Durga (who is an aspect of 
Kali). Typical of Newar syn¬ 
cretism, this is a Hindu priestess 
function filled from certain Bud¬ 


dhist families. One apparently can 
see the living goddess briefly but 
not photograph her, except when 
she appears in public at certain 
festivals (the inside of her living 
quarters is one of many Hindu- 
only sacred places). Each major 
city has a Kumari, and apparently 
once they shed blood and Durga 
leaves them, they go off to live in a 
colony of their sister former Ku- 
maris (what does one do for an 
encore after being a living god¬ 
dess?). 

I was content to sit in the 
courtyard briefly; this was the 
most peaceful, most sacred-feel¬ 
ing place we’d been. I did hear a 
lilting, girlish giggle from the top 
floor - the goddess laughing? 

Then we walked, pestered by 
vendors, past a sign welcoming 
the Chinese premier, to our buses 
parked over on the modern Kanti 
Path road. As darkness fell, we 
made our way through smog and 
traffic to Boudha. Walking and 
coughing along a crowded side¬ 
walk, we came to an alleyway that 
led to a dramatic stupa. The 
evening kora was in progress; 
amidst the sounds of chanting 
and bells, we saw flames from 
hundreds of devotional oil lamps 
as we joined in the walking. An¬ 
other woman and I, looking in on 
a 15-foot-tall prayer wheel, found 
ourselves guided into the room 
and encouraged to make our way 
around it three times. 

Taking part in the practice at 
Boudha was overwhelmingly 
beautiful, and the next evening we 
were treated to a performance of 
sacred dance done in mask. This, 
too, was Nepal: the lotus of beau¬ 
tiful, profoundly transformative 
experiences emerging from the 
mud of backwardness, corruption 
and pollution. We’d have more of 
both lotus and mud before com¬ 
pleting our journey. T

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Vomeronasal organ recital

: 


f hat turns you on - delta- 
4,16-androstadien-3- 
one, or 1,3,5(10),16-es- 
tratetraene-3-ol? And is that why 
you’re gay? 

Those unromantic-sounding 
formulas are the chemical names 
for two substances that, accord¬ 
ing to some scientists, play a cen¬ 
tral role in our love lives. They 
are, if these scientists are to be 
believed, “human sex 
pheromones” - chemical signals 
put out by men (the delta one) 
and by women (the 1,3,5 one). 
Supposedly, they are detected by 
a special sense organ inside our 
nose, and they set off a flurry of 
activity in the unconscious parts 
of our brain - telling us, in ef¬ 
fect, what’s hot and what’s not. 

Let me say right away that 
this whole story is very incom¬ 
plete and speculative, and should 
be treated with healthy skepti¬ 
cism until it’s better document¬ 
ed. But it’s an intriguing insight 
into how relatively simple bio¬ 
logical mechanisms might have 
major effects on our sexual be¬ 
havior - behavior that we usual¬ 
ly attribute to upbringing and 
experience. 

It’s long been known that an¬ 
imals such as rats, hamsters, and 
pigs, who rely heavily on their 
sense of smell, also use smell to 
identify their sex partners and to 


determine if their partners are 
sexually receptive. These animals 
have a special region in the base 
of the nasal cavity, called the 
vomeronasal organ, that con¬ 
tains sensory cells that detect sex 
pheromones. The sensory cells 
send signals to parts of the brain, 
such as the hypothalamus, that 
are involved in producing sexual 
behavior. If the vomeronasal 
organ of a young male hamster 
is destroyed, it will not approach 
and mount females. But if the 
hamster is already 
sexually experi¬ 
enced, destroying 
the sense organ has less ef¬ 
fect. It’s as if the pheromon¬ 
al system is important for first 
figuring out who is an appro¬ 
priate sex partner. 

About ten years 
ago, a group of re¬ 
searchers at the Uni¬ 
versity of Toronto, 
led by Robert Joseph- 
son, discovered that humans also 
have a vomeronasal organ. And 
in 1991, Luis Monti-Bloch and 
Bernard Crasser of the Universi¬ 
ty of Utah reported that there’s a 
sex difference; nerve cells in the 
vomeronasal organs of men and 
women respond to different 
chemicals. They didn’t name the 
chemicals, which were supplied 
by a biotechnology company 
named Erox. But the company 
has applied for patents for the 
two substances mentioned earli-

Howard Wallace, co-chair of 
the lesbian/gay union-members 
organization Pride at Work, also 
supports Golden’s idea. As a 43- 
year veteran of organizing 
around gay issues, he applauds 
creating public awareness. He has 
concerns, though, for employees 
whose bosses won’t tolerate “non- 
sick” sick-day absences. “Not 
everyone is in the same position,” 
he said. “People with gay employ¬ 
ers may be freer to take the day 
off, but other people could be ter¬ 
minated if they call in sick and 
they’re not sick. 

“I think the idea is good as 
long as people understand the 
ramifications of their actions,” he 
added. “As long as they’re aware of 
the risks, though, the more the 
merrier.” T

er. These substances are metabo¬ 
lites (breakdown products) of 
male and female sex hormones, 
and they may be released into 
the air through the skin, espe¬ 
cially the skin of the pubic re¬ 
gion and the armpits, where 
warmth and thick hair help the 
substances evaporate. 

Who’s turning on? 

Erox markets two perfumes. 
Realm Men and Realm Women, 
that may contain these sub¬ 
stances. Realm 
Men is said to 
contain the com¬

Ex-ex-gay web site

n December 24, the Ex.Ex 
site (http://members.aol. 

$ com/exexgay) established 
itself on the World Wide Web, de¬ 
voted to exposing the lies of so- 
called “reparative therapy” and 
“ex-gay ministries” that claim to 
“cure” homosexuality.

Bigoted quacks attack 
gay men as sick 

Despite the above, the January 
9 Wall Street Journal featured an 
op-ed by infamous and widely 
discredited psychiatrists attacking 
gay men as sick and promoting 
the much-dismissed “reparative 
therapy” to “cure” homosexuality. 

In “Don’t Forsake Homosexu¬ 
als Who Want Help,” anti-gay ide¬ 
ologues Charles Socarides (whose 
own son is the current White 
House gay liaison), Benjamin 
Kaufman, Joseph Nicolosi, Jeffrey 
Satinover, and Richard Fitzgib- 
bons put forth the absurd thesis 
that “Every day young men seek 
help because they are experienc¬ 
ing an unwanted sexual attraction 
to other men, and are told that 
their condition is untreatable. It is 
not surprising that many of these 
young men fall into depression or 
despair when they are informed 
that a normal life with a wife and 
children is never to be theirs.” 
(Never mind the fact that many 
gay couples are raising families of 


their own.) 

They then claim that because 
such men are not provided treat¬ 
ment to “cure” homosexuality, 
many young gay men practice un¬ 
safe sex. 

In bizarre fifties-style pseudo- 
Freudian jargon, they say that by 
strengthening the masculinity of 
such men, “as these men become 
more conformable and confi¬ 
dent with their manhood, same- 
sex attractions decrease signif¬ 
icantly.” The final insult 
comes with their claim 
that “We would do well 
to reflect that some of 
the young men who 
have died of AIDS have 
sought treatment for 
homosexuality and 
were denied knowledge 
and hope. Many of 
them would be alive today if they 
had only been told where to find 
the help they sought.” 

If this sounds like something 
out of the distant past, that’s be¬ 
cause it is. The worn-out and 
wholly false overbearing moth¬ 
er/distant, demasculinized father 
pop-Freudian “cause” of homosex¬ 
uality that was bandied about 
through much of the 1950s and 
1960s was completely rejected by 
the American Psychiatric Associa¬ 
tion in the early 1970s. Indeed, it is 
the stigma society places on ho¬ 
mosexuality that causes distress in 
young gay men, and it is through 
growing past one’s internalized ho¬ 
mophobia that one becomes cured 
of these feelings. Serious medical 
and psychological professionals 
understand that homophobia is 
the disorder, not being gay. 

It is shameful of the Wall Street 
Journal to give such harbingers of 
hate the validation of posing as 
real men of medicine. Demand 
that the newspaper provide ample 
space for true medical profession¬ 
als to give counterpoint to this 
dangerous nonsense.

ABC holding key to 
Ellen’s closet, taking five 
gay characters off air 

According to a January 10 As¬ 
sociated Press story, ABC’s Ellen is 
ready to come out, but ABC may 
not let her. ABC Entertainment 
President Jamie Tarses admitted 
this week that an episode of the 
sitcom that reveals Ellen Morgan 
(Ellen DeCeneres’s title character) 
is a lesbian is in the works. In the 
January 10 wire story, Tarses is 


quoted telling reporters that “We 
are very seriously considering 
going in the direction that every¬ 
one is speculating on.” She would 
not make any guarantees that the 
episode would air, however. 

“In any case, nothing will hap¬ 
pen immediately,” the AP article 
states. “Ellen will go off the air in 
March and April so its 9:30 
Wednesday slot can show¬ 
case a new romantic sitcom 
starring Arsenio Hall 
on March 5.” 

Additionally, the 
article says, NYPD 
Blue will be taken off 
during March and 
April to launch a law 
drama entitled The 
Practice, Relativity wiW 
be bumped during 
February sweeps, and 
Murder One will leave the weekly 
primetime schedule on January 3 
to come back as a three-part 
miniseries in April. 

This shuffling indicates a dis¬ 
turbing trend. Not counting the 
Ellen Morgan character, ABC will 
be pulling five of the remaining 22 
lesbian and gay characters on 
prime time off the air during the 
spring. According to GLAAD’s 
Managing Director William Way- 
bourn, “It is a great tragedy that 
ABC is now waffling on what 
could be one of the boldest and 
most dramatic steps ever taken by 
an American television network. 
It defies understanding that ABC 
would float yet another trial bal¬ 
loon to determine if they should 
air this groundbreaking episode 
of Ellen. It would be a grave injus¬ 
tice if ABC robbed the American 
public of this tremendous oppor¬ 
tunity to get to know such a posi¬ 
tive lesbian character.” 

Let ABC know that the only 
thing holding back Ellen from 
coming out now is their own un¬ 
founded fears, and insist that 
Ellen be let out of the closet and 
that ABC renew its commitment 
to diversity and inclusion in its 
programming.

MCC, City of Refuge 
‘down the walls 
through fellowship’

O n Friday, January 10, the 
cold and dimly lit City of 
Refuge Church was warmed 
by prayer and hope, service, and a 
good, old-fashioned fundamental 
revival meeting. City of Refuge, 
led by Reverend Yvette Plunder, 
and the Metropolitan Community 
Church/San Francisco, headed by 
Pastor Jim Mitulski, joined hands 
and forces for the third time to 
gather and worship together. 

More than that, as Plunder 
softly told the B.A.R., they were 
working to “continue to break 
down the walls of oppression.” 

One might wonder what City 
of Refuge’s African-American 
congregation and MCC’s predom¬ 


inantly gay congregation share to 
have brought them so close to¬ 
gether, but seeing them sing and 
listen to the services was proof 
that “Love for God and communi¬ 
ty is common factor enough.” 

Plunder started the service by 
saying that she came from a Pen¬ 
tecostal background and that she 
would like to begin by having any¬ 
one who wanted to participate 
and join in the fellowship come 
right up to the pulpit and give a 
testimony. About half a dozen 
people gave testimonies to the 
congregation, speaking of the 
trouble and hardship the individ¬ 
uals had before they found God. 

The testimonies were a mov¬ 
ing force in the service, showing 
how lives could be changed 
through the work of pastors like 


Mitulski and Plunder, and 
through the sometimes forgotten 
simple act of fellowship. As those 
that gave testimonies stood and 
spoke, cried, and showed their de¬ 
vout faith. Plunder, sitting in the 
front row, would say over and 
over, “Praise the Lord,” or “Take 
your time, sister.” As she had first 
said so simply, “The purpose is 
fellowship,” and it was evident 
that fellowship was a very com¬ 
plex and healing process. Plunder 
went on to talk about forgiveness 
and how important it was to have 
forgiveness in our lives: without 
forgiveness, she said, one cannot 
remove suffering through the 
power of the Lord. 

After Plunder asked if anyone 
else wanted to testify, as she didn’t 
want to leave anyone out, she said, 
“We are a rather informal crew,” 
and handed the revival over to Mi¬ 
tulski. He launched into “Song is 
what we share,” and his choir took 
over from there, belting out 
hymns that everyone from both 
congregations seemed to know. 

It was here that two congrega¬ 
tions became one. Mitulski said, 
“The congregations are very dif¬ 
ferent in some ways, but very sim¬ 
ilar in others.” 

By concentrating on the simi¬ 
larities, and not the differences, 
the two churches turned religion 
into politics. Mitulski noted, “Our 
relationship with one another 
challenges notions that keep com¬ 
munities such as the gay and the 
black apart.” The united voice 
grew stronger, and there was talk 
of more than just a united voice, 
but a dual affiliation. This would 
be something never before seen in 
San Francisco, a truly radical de¬ 
parture from more conservative 
denominations. Mitulski joked, 
“We’re not the typical New Eng¬ 
land Style Church,” and the con¬ 
gregations again laughed together. 

The two churches are intent 
upon fighting racism and homo¬ 
phobia, and showed their convic¬ 
tion by meeting for the third time. 
This was a way to transform soci¬ 
ety in a positive way. 

The services continued 
throughout the weekend, with a 
women’s breakfast on Saturday 
morning and the culmination of

New Rules on Lead- 
Based Paint Disclosure 

• Many buildings built before 1978 
have paint that contains lead. Since 
lead can potentially cause serious 
health problems, federal law now 
requires sellers and landlords to 
inform buyers, tenants or renovators 
of known lead-based paint hazards in 
any property built before 1978. 

The new HUD and EPA lead- 
based paint regulations that apply to 
owners of more than four residential 
dwellings went into effect September 
6, 1996, and will take effect for own¬ 
ers of one to four residential 
dwellings on December 6, 1996. 
Sellers will have to disclose any 
known information on the risks of 
lead-based paint before the sale of 
the property, including any reports 
of testing or risk assessment that 
have been done. Sales contracts will 
now include a federal form titled 
"Protect Your Family From Lead in 
Your Home”. Home buyers will also 
have an optional 10-day period to 
conduct an inspection at their own 

Landlords are also responsible 
for providing information on lead- 
based paint hazards before the lease 
of a property becomes effective, and 
the lease must include a federal form 
with information about lead-based

Activists protest Roche

oche Diagnostic Systems, 
manufacturer of the Am- 
I m plicor HIV Monitor RNA 
PCR viral load test, hosted one of 
its regional seminars at the Shera¬ 
ton Palace Monday, January 13 for 
healthcare providers interested in 
using viral load testing in the care 
of persons with HIV. Viral load is 
a measure of the amount of HIV 
genetic material (RNA or DNA), 
and may be measured in the 
blood plasma or in tissues such as 
the lymph nodes. Over the course 
of the past few years, several stud¬ 
ies have shown that viral load lev¬ 
els can predict HIV disease pro¬ 
gression and help determine the 
most effective antiviral therapy. 

Patients advocates were on 
hand to express their outrage at 
the high price of drugs produced 
by Hoffman-La Roche/Roche 
Laboratories, - particularly 
saquinavir (Invirase) and oral 
ganciclovir (Cytovene). 

Saquinavir - the first FDA-ap- 
proved protease inhibitor drug - 
costs over $7,000 per year. Oral 
ganciclovir - used to treat cy¬ 
tomegalovirus (CMV) infection, 
which can cause sight-threatening 
retinitis - costs over $19,000 per 
year; in contrast, the more diffi- 
cult-to-administer intravenous 
formulation of ganciclovir costs 
$12,000 annually. ACT UP/Gold- 
en Gate, Project Inform, and the 
San Francisco AIDS Foundation 


(SFAF) jointly planned the 
demonstration. Activists are de¬ 
manding that Roche reduce the 
price of saquinavir by $3,000 and 
the price of oral ganciclovir by at 
least $7,000 for a year’s supply. 
Martin Delaney of Project Inform 
claimed that the current formula¬ 
tion of saquinavir has low 
bioavailability and is “an especial¬ 
ly weak and expensive drug.” He 
emphasized that the price should 
be reduced for both the existing 
formulation and for a new formu¬ 
lation currently in development. 

Praise and criticism 

Before the scheduled presenta¬ 
tions, Ron Baker, SFAF’s Director 
of Treatment Education and Ad¬ 
vocacy, addressed the meeting, of¬ 
fering “both praise and criticism” 
for Roche. He thanked the com¬ 
pany for educating providers 
about the use of viral load testing, 
but criticized Roche’s drug pric¬ 
ing policies. Baker stated that gov¬ 
ernment AIDS Drug Assistance 
Programs (ADAP) “cannot meet 
patient demand for the life-pro¬ 
longing protease inhibitor drugs 
due to their exorbitantly high 
cost. Voluntary price reductions 
are the only answer for this grow¬ 
ing financial crisis among ADAPs 
nationwide.” At a coffee break 
during the morning session, 
members of ACT UP/Golden 
Gate held signs reading “Roche 
Scurries for Profit” and handed 
out flyers demanding price reduc¬ 
tions. The group is committed to 


not disrupting scientific presenta¬ 
tions. Despite the heavy security 
presence, the demonstrators left 
without incident. 

The seminar agenda consisted 
of presentations by four experts on 
viral load. William O’Brien of the 
West Los Angeles VA Medical Cen¬ 
ter presented an overview of viral 
load testing and its use in HIV dis¬ 
ease management, and reviewed 
several studies that show that viral 
load levels predict HIV disease 
progression. Effective combination 
antiviral therapies - especially 
those that include a protease in¬ 
hibitor - have been shown to re¬ 
duce viral load to undetectable lev¬ 
els in the blood (that is, below the 
level that can be measured by 
available tests). O’Brien reviewed 
the International AID Society 
guidelines released this summer 
that suggest that antiviral treat¬ 
ment should be considered if viral 
load is greater than 5,000-10,000 
copies per milliliter of blood plas¬ 
ma. A change in treatment should 
be considered if viral load does not 
fall after starting therapy or if the 
level rises again toward its original 
level; such a phenomenon may in¬ 
dicate that drug-resistant virus has 
developed. 

Shirley Kwok of Roche Molecu¬ 
lar Systems discussed the develop¬ 
ment of a new generation of viral 
load tests which are more sensitive 
and allow lower levels of HIV RNA 
to be measured. The current gen¬ 
eration PCR test measures as few 
as 400 copies per milliliter; the new 
test will measure as few as 20-50 
copies. Kwok emphasized that low 
viral load levels in the peripheral 
blood do not necessarily reflect 
HIV levels in “reservoir” sites such 
as the lymph nodes and the brain. 
Finally, David Hardy of Pacific 
Oaks Medical Center discussed his 
clinical experience with viral load 
monitoring. 

Following pressure from pa¬ 
tient advocates, both Roche and 
Chiron - maker of the branched- 
chain DNA (bDNA) viral load test 
- have instituted patient assis¬ 
tance programs to make their tests 
available to those without ade¬ 
quate insurance. A hotline has 
been set up by the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation and the De¬ 
partment of Public Health - 1- 
888-HIV-LOAD - to answer 
questions about viral load testing 
and to provide information about 
access to free, confidential tests. 
Roche’s Amplicor Patient Assis¬ 
tance Program is available nation¬ 
wide and may be reached directly

SF sends DC a queer 
cheer for Clinton bash

\ ill, Hillary, Al, and Tipper 
will get a taste of San Fran- 
cisco “queer cheer” as they 
make their Inaugural Parade 
down Pennsylvania Avenue next 
Monday, January 20. Members of 
the San Francisco Lesbian/Gay 
Freedom Band and Cheer San 
Francisco, a 15-member team of 
precision cheerleaders and 
dancers, will be performing to¬ 
gether in Washington, D.C. this 
weekend as part of President 
Clinton’s inaugural festivities. 

The groups will comprise the 
bulk of a larger performing contin¬ 
gent, the Lesbian and Gay Bands of 
America, in a stationary position 
on Pennsylvania Avenue during 
Monday’s inaugural parade, and 
possibly during other events and 
balls during the weekend. 

Morgan Craig, captain of 
Cheer San Francisco, said the in¬ 
augural performance would be a 
grand kickoff to a new era in the 
17-year-old performance group.

told the B.A.R. that this would be 
one of the group’s biggest perfor¬ 
mances, rivaled only by recent 
Gay Games events in New York 
and Vancouver, and the Stonewall 
Parade in New York in 1994. The 
Freedom band performed at the 
1993 inaugural, Burke said, but 
the cheering squad was invited to 
participate along with the band 
this year. 

“A group like this would not 
have had this opportunity under 
other administrations,” Burke 
said. “The LGBA went to it four 
years ago, and they were invited 
back. But there’s always the 
chance you wouldn’t get in, so 1 
don’t assume that beyond us there 
will be many other gay groups. 
We’ll represent Gay America to 
everyone.” 

Short notice 

The groups were notified only 
three weeks ago that they would 
be a part of the festivities. An in¬ 
vitation was extended from Wash¬ 
ington, but the groups still had to 
apply to be granted their spots on 
the parade route. 

Thirty musicians from San 
Francisco will be part of a 170- 
piece Lesbian and Gay Band per¬ 
forming during the parade. The 
15 members of Cheer San Fran¬ 


cisco will perform with the band, 
alongside seven baton and flag 
twirlers from other parts of the 
country. 

Burke said the cheerleading 
group was also finalizing plans to 
perform at other events during 
the weekend, including the gay 
and lesbian “Triangle Ball” fol¬ 
lowing the parade on Monday. 

With such short notice, the 
groups don’t have much time to 
prepare performances for this rare 
event. Craig said the squad took 
bits and pieces of its large reper¬ 
toire of routines for their inau¬ 
gural performances. He said the 
squad would perform to six or 
seven of the band’s 15 musical 
numbers, the finale of which will 
be “Stars and Stripes Forever.” 

“This is probably the largest 
and most prestigious event we’ve 
done,” Craig said. “We’ve changed 
our look, our focus and our direc¬ 
tion, and since we just started this 
in 1997, it’s the first event in 
which we’re heading in the right 
direction.” 

“A lot of people think we’re all 
camp, but we’re not,” Craig said. 
“We’re all professional people, 
with professional backgrounds in 
dance, gymnastics, and cheerlead¬ 
ing, and we take that all very seri¬ 
ously. But we have fon, too.” T

Inaugural gala throws spotlight on scandal

T his weekend’s “Red Ribbon 
Inaugural Gala” in Washing¬ 
ton DC is turning into a red¬ 
faced extravaganza for a number 
of people associated with it. It is 
calling into question the sponsor¬ 
ing organization, AIDS PAG, the 
only national political action 
committee oriented towards 
AIDS, and the lobbyist behind it, 
Tom Sheridan. 

The January 19 event, a $100- 
per-person cocktail affair at a 
Washington bar, is being promot¬ 
ed as a fundraiser for Loretta 
Sanchez, the California Democrat 
who defeated the rabidly anti-gay 
Congressman Robert Dornan. It 
is supposed to go to her “legal de¬ 
fense” against Dornan’s continued 
challenge to the official election 
results. 

Sanchez’s office did not return 
a phone call by deadline, so it is 
impossible to determine her link 
to the event. 

The name and sponsorship of 
the “gala” incensed Steve Michael 
with ACT UP/Washington, and 
prompted him to check AIDS 
PAC’s filing with the Federal Elec¬ 
tion Commission (FEC). What he 
found led Michael to renew 
charges that Sheridan is an “AIDS 
profiteer” who paid himself much 
more money than was given in

contributions to candidates. 

The FEC documents filed by 
AIDS PAG over Sheridan’s signa¬ 
ture for the two-year election 
cycle 1995-96 shows income of 
$547,687. But only $41,000 of that 
was given to political candidates, 
while the rest (92.51%) went to 
administrative overhead. The 
Sheridan Group, a lobbying firm, 
received over $130,000 for “PAG 
administration.” Other venders 
and consultants received the bal¬ 
ance. Many of them likely have 
other business dealings with 
Sheridan. 

Sheridan was unavailable for 


comment at deadline, but he 
spoke at length about AIDS PAG 
in September 1994. “We needed to 
round out and mature our politi¬ 
cal program,” he said. “It’s not 
enough to have good policy 
analysis, you also have to have po¬ 
litical punch.” 

He saw this as “an opportunity 
to establish a reputation as a bi¬ 
partisan PAC.” But the record of 
contributions from the last elec¬ 
tion cycle is almost exclusive to 
Democrats. 

The PAC was less than a year 
old at the time of our conversa¬ 
tion, and carried typically high 
start-up costs, which Sheridan 
said would decline. Nonetheless 
the PAC was able to contribute 
more than $25,000 on much 
smaller revenue. Income has 
grown since then, and although 
costs should have fallen and con¬ 
tributions to candidates should 
have increased dramatically, that 
has not been the case. 

Typical costs for nonprofit or¬ 
ganizations can run from less 
than ten percent to 50 percent for 
fundraising, depending on the 
type of activity and maturity of 
the organization. The Log Cabin 
Republicans PAC, for instance, 
prides itself on absorbing 
fundraising costs internally so 
that all monetary contributions 
are passed on directly to candi¬ 
dates. ▼

Project Inform 
greets Wilson 
budget plan with 
mixed reaction

reject Inform, the San 
Francisco-based national 
HIV/AIDS treatment infor¬ 
mation and advocacy organiza¬ 
tion, expressed a mixed reaction 
to the proposed California budget 
for 1997-98 that Governor Pete 
Wilson unveiled Thursday, Janu¬ 
ary 9. 

On a positive note. Project In¬ 
form applauded Wilson’s clear 
recognition of the need for the 
state to join in partnership with 
the federal government to in¬ 
crease funding for the California 
AIDS Drug Assistance Program 
(ADAP) and other important 
AIDS programs. 

ADAP provides HIV/AIDS 
drugs at low or no cost to individ¬ 
uals on limited income who are 
not Medicaid eligible and who 
lack private health insurance with 
prescription drug coverage. New, 
promising and expensive treat¬ 
ments for people living with HIV 
have brought much hope to those 
infected with the virus, yet have 
strained the chronically under¬ 
funded mechanisms of treatment 
delivery. 


proving quality of life and pro¬ 
ductivity for many people living 
with HIV,” said Anne Donnelly, 
public policy director at Project 
Inform. “As a cost-effective and 
compassionate program, ADAP 
should be strongly supported by 
the state and federal govern¬ 
ment.” 

Project Inform commended 
Wilson and supports his proposal 
to include $3.8 million from the 
state’s general fund for viral load 
testing. The test provides patients 
and physicians with the tools for 
evaluating the efficacy of new 
treatment. 

“The availability of viral load 
testing is crucial in developing an 
effective treatment regimen. We 
support the state in making these 
funds available and hope that 
there will be necessary flexibility 
in delivery to fill the gaps that cur¬ 
rently exist,” said Ben Cheng, in¬ 
formation manager at Project In¬ 
form. 

County fairness 

The group’s major concern 
about the Wilson budget is that 
$12.9 million of the AIDS budget 
appears to come from reducing 
support to counties heavily affect- 



New treatments have strained 
the chronically underfunded 
mechanisms of delivery. 


However, members of Project 
Inform expressed serious concern 
that Wilson seemed to propose 
funding increases in ADAP by 
taking up to $12.9 million in fed¬ 
eral funds away from other pro¬ 
grams in cities hardest hit by the 
epidemic. 

“The state and the federal gov¬ 
ernment have an obligation to en¬ 
sure that people facing life-threat¬ 
ening illnesses receive treatments 
that may prolong their lives, re¬ 
gardless of their income level,” 
said Martin Delaney, founding di¬ 
rector of Project Inform. “Gover¬ 
nor Wilson’s support for the AIDS 
Drug Assistance Program comes 
at a critical time in the epidemic 
when many individuals living 
with HIV/AIDS are having diffi¬ 
culty accessing promising new 
therapies. His attention to this 
issue sets an example for other 
states, but it should not come at 
the expense of other needed ser¬ 
vices.” 

The California ADAP offers 47 
treatments for HIV/AIDS to over 
16,000 people, including the more 
recently approved class of drugs 
known as protease inhibitors. 
While California’s program has 
remained relatively stable and 
comprehensive compared to 
other programs nationwide, it 
lacks the resources needed to add 
newly approved drugs such as 
Nevirapine, a non-nucleoside re¬ 
verse transcriptase inhibitor, and 
whole classes of other drugs use¬ 
ful in fighting HIV and its associ¬ 
ated opportunistic infections. 

“The AIDS Drug Assistance 
Program plays a vital role in im- 


ed by the epidemic. Many coun¬ 
ties in the state are having finan¬ 
cial difficulties, and extra burdens 
from the state could result in cuts 
to critical local health and social 
service programs. 

Additionally, Wilson’s plan to 
overhaul welfare and reduce pay¬ 
ments could severely affect many 
people living with HIV/AIDS and 
other life-threatening illnesses. 

“Increases in AIDS-specific 
programs are not as significant if 
the safety net that helps so many 
people is taken away,” Donnelly 
said. “These programs are all in¬ 
terrelated. The response to the 
epidemic must be comprehensive 
and take into consideration the 
myriad of health and social ser¬ 
vice programs that people with 
HIV and AIDS utilize. Meeting 
the needs of one program by cut¬ 
ting support for another oversim¬ 
plifies the issues and offers no true 
solution.” 

Project Inform was established 
in 1985 as a national, nonprofit, 
community-based HIV/AIDS 
treatment information and advo¬ 
cacy organization. It serves HIV- 
infected individuals, their care¬ 
givers, and their healthcare and 
service providers through its na¬ 
tional toll-free treatment hotline, 
information publications, educa¬ 
tional town meetings, on-line ser¬ 
vices, and research and drug ac¬ 
cess advocacy programs. ▼

Does AZT 
cause cancer?

A study in mice conducted by 
the National Cancer Institute 
(NCI) has raised fears that 
AZT might cause cancer. The work 
was completed in November and 
prompted an advisory committee 
meeting at the National Institutes 
of Health (NIH) on Tuesday, Janu¬ 
ary 14. The panel concluded that 
the study was “worrisome” from a 
theoretical perspective and sug¬ 
gested more research. But the data 
itself bears little immediate rele¬ 
vancy for humans and merits no 
changes in current recommenda¬ 
tions for use of AZT as therapy. 

Clinical trial ACTG 076, con¬ 
cluded three years ago, demon¬ 
strated that AZT is effective in 
greatly reducing the perinatal 
transmission of HIV from moth¬ 
er to fetus. Transmission was ob¬ 
served 25.5 percent of the time in 
the placebo group but only 8.3 
percent in the AZT arm of the 
trial. By mid-1994 AZT had be¬ 
come the recommended standard 
of therapy for pregnant women. 

The NCI study asked the ques¬ 
tion of whether exposure to AZT 
in utero would increase the risk of 
cancer when the child grew to be 
an adult. It chose mice and rats as 
the test subjects. The pregnant ro¬ 
dents were heavily dosed with 
AZT, at rates much higher than 
those used in humans, to the 
point just short of spontaneously 
aborting the young. Normal 
births occurred, and the young 
were followed. Tumors began to 
appear at abnormal rates at about 
12 months, the human equivalent 
of approximately age 30. 

Those results may conflict with 
an earlier study by Glaxo-Well- 
come, the manufacturer of AZT, 


which asked a different question. 
It was designed to measure the 
long-term carcinogenic effect of 
the drug in animals at blood levels 
that approximated those found in 
humans under normal dosing. It 
found no abnormal occurrence of 
tumors in at least four different 
animal species. 

Advisory committee members 
found the NCI study interesting, 
but questioned its immediate ap¬ 
plicability to human therapy. 

Edward Bresnick, an animal 
researcher at the University of 
Massachusetts Medical Center, 
called it “a fine model, but I don’t 
think it is ready for prime time.” 

Anderson was asked for her 
recommendation on continued 
use of AZT in pregnant women. 
She responded, “Whatever the 
cancer risk might be, it is certain¬ 
ly less than that of HIV infection.” 

Patricia Whitley-Williams, a 
professor at the Robert Wood 
Johnson Medical School, noted 
the resistance to using AZT with¬ 
in the African-American commu¬ 
nity. She feared “this data is going 
to raise even more resistance.” 

Several members from the com¬ 
munity raised the specter of 
mandatory testing, and possibly 
mandatory medication of a drug 
that might cause cancer. They urged 
the committee to consider the po¬ 
litical ramifications of their actions 
as well as the scientific ones. 

NIAID Director Anthony 
Fauci joined the audience for the 
afternoon session. He summa¬ 
rized the results by saying, “We’re 
not sure what it [the NCI study] 
means, but we are obligated to 
bring it to your attention.” He 
pressed for more research, but 
concluded, “The evidence that we 
have seen thus far does not war¬ 
rant any changes” in therapy. ▼

She added that Wilson’s cuts, 
combined with the previous re¬ 
duction in federal CARE funds, 
could adversely affect case man¬ 
agement, legal assistance, and 
substance abuse programs for 
people with AIDS. 

The city is expected to receive 
$33.4 million in CARE funds for 
the 1997-98 funding cycle. In No¬ 
vember, the Mayor’s HIV Health 
Services Planning Council priori¬ 
tized the funds. It is not known 


whether the council will have to 
adjust the amounts in 17 service 
categories to take into account 
Wilson’s proposal. 

ADAP, which pays for unin¬ 
sured California PWAs’ potent - 
but expensive - “three-drug cock¬ 
tail” treatment, has proven so suc¬ 
cessful the state needs consider¬ 
ably more money to maintain and 
expand the program. Migden’s 
press release lambasting Wilson’s 
plan noted that the AIDS-related 
obituaries in the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter have dropped from a high 
of 20-25 per week, to only three or 
four per week recently. T

Alternative 

sinusitis 

treatments

S inusitis is a condition in 
which mucus membranes 
became inflamed and 
mucus levels increase. When 
drainage holes are blocked, mucus 
accumulates, providing an ideal 
place for infections to develop. 
HIVers may have intermittent 
sinus problems at first. Those 
early disruptions in the natural 
flow of mucus, in addition to a 
further compromised immune 
system, can lead to chronic sinus 
infections. Sinusitis can range 
from a very productive nose 
to much more serious “ 

infections in the 
bone or brain. ( 

It is recommended 
that sinus problems are 
treated aggressively. Stan¬ 
dard western treatments 
often involve antibi¬ 
otics, nasal sprays, 
decongestants, and 
sometimes surgery to 
promote the proper 
flow of mucus. There are several 
non-traditional remedies that can 
be used in conjunction with tra¬ 
ditional treatments. 

There are many natural sup¬ 
plements and remedies that can 
be used to help achieve home¬ 
ostasis. One of the most effective 
treatments, according to Tom Sin¬ 
clair, licensed acupuncturist, is ec- 
canasia goldenseal. As illustrated 
in most of the literature from the 
Immune Enhancement Project 
(lEP), treatments include mas¬ 
sage, acupuncture, herbs, sinus 
flushes, regulating diet, and get¬ 
ting plenty of fluids and rest. 

Recommended supplements 
include vitamins C and A and 
beta carotene. In addition, zinc 
and bioflavinoids are useful sup¬ 
plements. 

Milk and milk products like 
yogurt should be avoided. Wheat, 
heavy starches, sugars, and caf¬ 
feine should be eliminated or re¬ 
duced. In addition, common food 
allergens like eggs, peanut butter, 
citrus, and corn should be avoid¬ 
ed. Diluted vegetable juices, herb 
teas, and soups are strongly rec¬ 
ommended. 

Royal flush 

A nasal flush involves either 
sniffing up a liquid into the nose 
(a rubber syringe used for wash¬ 
ing out the ear is an effective way 
to get the liquid to the nose) and 
letting it run out your mouth or 
out through the other nostril. 
Another method involves lying 


down on the back, tilting the head 
back over the edge of the bed, 
and, using one ounce of salt water, 
completely filling the nostril. If 
you have sinus pain, turn your 
head toward the pain, allowing 
the solution to run into those si¬ 
nuses. Then add more water and 
remain still. After a minute, turn 
on your side, filled nostril side up, 
and allow the fluid to drain. 

The Immune Enhancement 
Project lists many solutions which 
have proven effective when used 
this way: dissolved salt in very 
warm water (can be used daily for 
duration of the problem); solu¬ 
tion of water and Vitamin C crys¬ 
tals; goldenseal tea; diluted Nu- 
tribiotics grapefruit seed ex¬ 
tract and 1/4 teaspoon 
salt; 1/4 teaspoon bak¬ 
ing soda dissolved in 
one cup of water. 

Mark Konlee’s AIDS 
Control Diet suggests 
that a solution of 
lemon and grapefruit 
juice produces more 
mucus, opens up the 
sinuses, and can be 
used for flushing. 

Local treatments include ap¬ 
plying peppermint oil, cedar, or 
eucalyptus on a hot, damp wash¬ 
cloth covering the nose and 
mouth, or breathing over a boiled 
water solution with thyme or eu¬ 
calyptus. Oil of bitter orange can 
be spread inside each nostril. 

Garlic has long been used and 
studied for its infection-inhibiting 
properties. Aerosolized solutions 
of water, garlic, and n-acetyl cys¬ 
tine (NAC) have been used to re¬ 
store normal mucus drainage. 
This allows the meds and other 
remedies to reach infected areas 
and reduces the chance of further 
infection. 

According to Tim Franulovich, 
writing for the Healing Alterna¬ 
tives Foundation, NAC has been 
used in Japan and Europe to treat 
upper respiratory infections 
(URI). Sold under the name Mu- 
comist, it has been used in the 
United States as a nasal spray to 
combat URIs. 

Massage center 

lEP encourages massage for 
the sinuses. Here is a reproduc¬ 
tion of some of the information 
they provide. 

• Pinch the tip of the nose and 
move it back and forth. 

• Pinch the area between the 
cartilage and the hard bone and 
move back and forth. 

• Push the tip of the nose up¬ 
wards.

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HIV Council restores housing funds

T here will be no cuts in the 
housing services category of 
the city’s 1997-98 Ryan 
White CARE funds, as the 
Mayor’s HIV Health Services 
Planning Council voted Monday, 
January 13 to reduce the amount 
of HOPWA (Housing Opportuni¬ 
ties for People With AIDS) sup¬ 
port service contracts rolling over 
to CARE. 

HOPWA funds are used to de¬ 
velop HIV/AIDS housing pro¬ 
jects, provide rental subsidies, and 
provide support services for the 
housing projects in their first year 
of operation. Originally, an esti¬ 
mated $1.6 million in HOPWA 
supportive service contracts had 
been scheduled to roll over to 
CARE funding as of July 1. How¬ 
ever, some members of the plan¬ 
ning council who met with repre¬ 
sentatives of the Redevelopment 
Agency on January 7 came up 
with a compromise that would re¬ 
duce the amount to be rolled over 
by $770,000. 

As a result of the council’s 
vote, only $830,000 in HOPWA 
support service contracts will roll 
over to CARE. 

The $770,000 that will not be 
rolled over is expected to go back 
into the CARE budget’s housing 
service category. Norm Nickens of 
the AIDS Office said the office is 
prepared to support the council’s 
decision. 

“It didn’t make a lot of sense to 
cut CARE to fund HOPWA,” coun-

• Massage the sore spots on 
your cheeks. Search for them in an 
entire zone from the bottom edge 
of your nose, under and on top of 
the cheekbones, and under, over, 
and on the eye socket. 

• Massage the sore spots along 
the hairline and slightly in back of 
that. Push towards the face. Notice 
whether you feel a change in pres¬ 
sure like in an airplane. 

• Massage behind the top half 
of the “SCM” muscle that runs 
from behind your ear diagonally 
forward to your breast bone. Push 
and pull forward toward the 
throat. This releases the lymph 
flow for the entire head. With the 
thumb or index finger, massage 
the soft palate at the back part of 
your mouth with a sweeping mo¬ 
tion side to side. 

• To assist in the drainage of 
“stuck” energy and fluids from the 
head, massage the hollows on the 
sides of the top of your breast 
bone, the webs of your thumbs, 
and the sore spots along the 
thumb edge of your wrists about 
where your index finger ends if 
you put the webs of your thumbs 
together. (This affects the kidney, 
large intestines, and lung.) 

• To do once a day or two to 
five days a week during acute 
phases: apply a paste made with 
dry powdered ginger and water or 
pureed lotus root (available in 
Asian food stores) to the sinus 
areas below and above the eye. 
This will feel very hot, but it does 
not burn the skin and does a won¬ 
derful job of relieving sinus pres¬ 
sure and drying up congestion. 

Sinclair encourages using 
many tools to combat sinusitis, 
both traditional and non-tradi- 
tional, but cautions in both cases 
to be sure to work with a provider 
who is knowledgeable and aware 
of side effects and toxicities. ▼ 


cil member Tom Calvanese said. 
“I’m hearing a clear message from 
the community for rental subsidies, 
but that’s not the only answer.” 

Prior to the council’s discus¬ 
sion on the roll over issue, several 
members of the community ex¬ 
pressed the need for more hous¬ 
ing subsidies. 

As of September 1996, there 


were 378 CARE-ftmded subsidies 
in use, and 299 HOPWA-funded 
subsidies in use. 

Shallow rent 

Council member Joy Rucker, 
who is also a member of the ad- 
hoc housing committee, said the 
AIDS Office and the Redevelop¬ 
ment Agency need to work closer 
together regarding housing pro¬ 
grams so that duplication of ser¬ 
vice can be avoided. She and 
council member Mariam Farooq 
also brought up the issue of “shal¬ 


low rent” subsidies, which are 
used to help people living in sin¬ 
gle room occupancy (SRO) resi¬ 
dential hotels. HOPWA regula¬ 
tions do not allow funding for 
shallow rent subsidies. 

The whole issue of AIDS hous¬ 
ing is expected to be discussed 
further by the planning council in 
the coming months. Following 


the decision on the HOPWA roll 
over, the council approved two 
other motions dealing with hous¬ 
ing. They are: 

• Allowing the ad hoc housing 
committee to continue meeting 
until the planning council’s Feb¬ 
ruary 22 retreat, at which time a 
decision is expected concerning 
the standing committees of the 
council; and 

• Allowing the ad hoc housing 
committee to address the issue of 
increasing rental subsidies using 
HOPWA or CARE funds and to 


come back to the full council with 
a recommendation at the March 
10 meeting. 

Council member Pat Christen, 
the executive director of the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation, said 
that housing is a very complex 
issue that needs to be fully dis¬ 
cussed. For example, if rental sub¬ 
sidy programs are increased, what 
happens when people can’t find 
housing given the city’s one per¬ 
cent vacancy rate? 

Nickens added that shallow 
rent subsidies also need to be ad¬ 
dressed. Several council members 
noted that such subsidies allow 


people to remain in housing while 
receiving support services that are 
available at SROs. T

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NTFAPAIDS 
campaign targets 
men of color

n response to the escalating 
p HIV infection rates in people 
^ of color communities, the Na¬ 
tional Task Force on AIDS Pre¬ 
vention (NTFAP) has announced 
the launching of a new national 
campaign, “Recreating Our Fu¬ 
ture,” with the goal of ending the 
AIDS epidemic within five years. 

A reception will be held in San 
Francisco on Thursday, January 
23, to garner public, organiza¬ 
tional, and financial support for 
the campaign. 

The mission of “Recreating 
Our Future” is to bring the re¬ 
sources to bear to end the AIDS 
epidemic among gay men of 
color. The campaign will take an 
aggressive approach; its goal is to 
cut in half the number of new 
HIV infections among gay men of 
color, and effectively end the epi¬ 
demic in these communities by 
the year 2002. 

The campaign’s plan of action 
includes convening research ex¬ 
perts to integrate the latest re¬ 
search findings into community 
intervention programs; conduct¬ 
ing leadership training institutes 
for frontline workers; developing 
social marketing campaigns; and 
promoting public health policies 
that ensure the inclusion of gay 
men of color HIV-related issues. 

The NTFAP, a nationwide peo¬ 
ple of color HIV/AIDS advocacy 
organization that was founded in 
1988, cites statistics from the Cen¬ 
ters of Disease Control and Pre¬ 
vention that show gay men of 
color account for 52 percent of all 
AIDS cases in communities of 
color. Rates of HIV transmission 
over a five-year period show a 79 
percent increase for African- 
Americans, 77 percent increase 
for Native Americans, 61 percent 
increase for Latinos, and 55 per¬ 
cent increase for Asian/Pacific Is¬ 
landers. 

“We are fighting for our very 
lives, and for the lives of our cur¬ 
rent and future generations,” said 
Reggie Williams, NTFAP found¬ 
ing executive director. “As a black 
gay man living with HIV disease, 

I know the value of culturally ap¬ 
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propriate interventions designed 
by and for people of color. That is 
why I am participating in the 
launch and ongoing activities of 
this critically important initiative. 
All of us must be involved.” 

In addition to Williams’s active 
participation in the reception ac¬ 
tivities, San Francisco Mayor 
Willie Brown will be on hand to 
lend his support to this effort. 

“We are blessed with Mr. 
Williams’s involvement,” said H. 
Alexander Robinson, president of 
the NTFAP board and a member 
of the President’s Advisory Coun¬ 
cil on AIDS. “His vision and pas¬ 
sion are vital links in the success 
of ‘Recreating Our Future.’ We 
must take a public stand against 
the further spread of HIV among 
gay men of color.” 

Malaise and inevitability 

Robinson said communities of 
color face many obstacles in ef¬ 
forts to end HIV infection rates. 

“Malaise is building in com¬ 
munities of color. Expectations 
are rising that HIV is becoming 
inescapable and inevitable,” he 
said. “Growing media coverage of 
new ‘miracle’ anti-AIDS drugs is 
fueling speculation the epidemic 
is soon coming to an end. And 
many in the public and private 
sectors are experiencing AIDS 
burnout.” 

Said Williams, “If we react to 
what we hope will happen, rather 
than responding to what we cur¬ 
rently know is true, then we may 
be condemning a whole new gen¬ 
eration to life with this disease. 
We must re-energize, re-double, 
and recreate our efforts in ending 
this pandemic.” 

“Recreating Our Future” has 
already enjoyed major support 
through a lead gift from philan¬ 
thropist James C. Hormel, a gen¬ 
erous contribution from Broad¬ 
way director George C. Wolfe, and 
foundation grants from Public 
Welfare Foundation, Glen Eagles 
Foundation, and the Horizons 
Foundation. 

The NTFAP is dedicated to end¬ 
ing the AIDS epidemic by advocat¬ 
ing for the creation of programs by 
and for people of color. A major

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So that’s why he’s such

U SA Today reports a less- 
than-surprising story, but 
to some eyes a shocking 
tale, about a coach and a player 
and sexual abuse in the world of 
boys’ hockey. 

While short on facts, but high 
on sympathy, USA Today, a publi¬ 
cation that occasionally prints 
anti-gay advertisements from the 
Christian Coalition, has decided 
to tell the tale as one of recovery 
from abuse. 

Sheldon Kennedy, a Boston 
Bruins right wing {quelle sur¬ 
prise!), confessed to the public at 
large that at the age of 14, shortly 
after being whisked away from his 
home and his naive “should have 
checked the arrest record” par¬ 
ents, by a coach, one Graham 
James, now 43, he began a lengthy 
period of sexual relations with 
Coach James. 

In the USA Today photo, 
which we can’t afford to reprint, 
the burly Graham James is caught 
in a truly WeeGee-esque pose of 
guilt. Kennedy, in his photo, is not 
unattractive. 

Kennedy’s long-term abuse at 
the hands of a manipulating 
coach was no doubt devastating. 
He is reported as having a drink¬ 
ing problem and temper prob¬ 
lems (sound familiar to any abuse 
survivor, right?). 

Just before we get on the ice. I’ll 
just mention that I know exactly 
where the man who popped my 
cherry lives, and he did it at the 
same age that our hero, Boston 
Bruin Sheldon Kennedy, now 27, 
began his nightmare; when I was 
14. We are not lacking in sympa¬ 
thy. It is the mainstream (read het¬ 
erosexual) media’s version of this 
story that will be dissected. 

Kennedy said that for the rest 


of his career, when his parents ap¬ 
parently let their kid get taken 
around to hotel rooms or wherev¬ 
er this myriad of opportunities 
for sexual abuse took place, with 
Graham James, forcible “assaults” 
occurred about 300 times. 

Kennedy came out with this 
tale of abuse in a recent trial. Gra¬ 
ham James was sentenced to 
three-and-a-half years in a Cana¬ 
dian prison. 

Despite a successful verdict 
that jailed James, Kennedy seems 
still shook up by the event. In one 
quote, he speaks in second per¬ 
son, a state I wrote in, and lived in, 
shortly after getting queer- 
bashed. “You are learning to live 
again. You are learning to have 
friends. You have to learn to love 
and relax.” 

Feigned sleep 

Often during the 300 times he 
was forced to have sex with his 
coach over the course of many 
years, he saved himself by pre¬ 
tending to be asleep, or just fol¬ 
lowing orders. In statements from 
USA Today, he said his worst fears 
today include being thought of as 
gay. “You tell your friends, and 
they will just portray you as a gay 
guy. It is just a scary thing.” 

Another player, who wants to 
remain unidentified, accused 
Coach James of similar crimes. It 
is not stated whether he is a re¬ 
covering heterosexual, as is 
Kennedy. “Courageous” Sheldon, 
as USA Today subcaps him, is 
being lauded for coming out 
about these years of abuse, where 
the tender hockey player was un¬ 
able to say no. 

Why didn’t he just say, “Stop?” 

Oh. Coach had a gun. 

Fairly early on, when he fin¬ 
ished pretending to be asleep, the 
coach talked about “duck hunt¬ 
ing” in a fairly innocuous way. 



while handling the gun, as if to 
say. If you tell, I kill you. 

We are not told if Graham 
James denied this. He says he was 
in love. 

So, we have a cross between 
Daddy Magazine and Stephen 
King. Yuck. We have, in Coach 
Graham, a sick fuck on our hands 
or a man in love, which sometimes 
is redundant. This adds a very 
scary aspect to what sounds like a 
bucolic fantasy for some. The one 
major thing we have in common 
is the coach fantasy, whether you 
were a jock, are one, or not. 

For me, I feel like suing my 
coaches for not seducing me. I 
had one of the handsomest 
coaches in track and field, and the 
fact that he was an admitted het¬ 
erosexual warped me for years to 
come. The same goes for all those 
teammates teasing me with their 
gloriously handsome naked bod¬ 
ies. How dare they not seduce me! 

It is “a very scary thing” to be 
labeled gay, but in jock speak, the 
term “fag” is used more often than 
anything else. It makes me wonder 
more about the other player, who 
might be gay, too. 

It is also a scary thing being a fag 
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a bad boy 


on a team and wondering when 
you’re gonna get piled up on, or 
cleated, as we called guys who got 
intentional calf scratches from bet¬ 
ter runners, or worse, just beat up. 

Fantasy vs. reality 

At this point, most cultured 
gay men will begin to differentiate 
between lurid true life adventure, 
propagandistic anti-gay diatribe, 
or serious story on abuse. Re¬ 
member, this is USA Today. 

But as cultured 
queers, you also can’t 
help think about the 
naughty, Boyd McDonald- 
esque risque nerve of it all 
(Details! Sexual positions! 
Sweaty locker room scenes!). 
This is a perspective 
the USA Today arti¬ 
cles lack. 

Among the fac¬ 
toids are Kennedy’s 
stats: 19 goals in 1992- 
93 for Detroit. Drinking has un¬ 
dermined his career, the article 
says. Who wouldn’t have a drink¬ 
ing problem if they had to work in 
Detroit? 

The question of repressed 
abuse, and forcible sex, is, serious¬ 
ly, a touchy one. Some of us have 
a deep-rooted fantasy of being se¬ 
duced by older men, or seducing 
younger men. Fortunately, due to 
the magical world of role-playing 
and imagination, even the most 
twisted person can find a partner 
for whatever sexual set-up they 
need. You can even don a uniform 
and whistle if that’s what gets 
your nut, just do it with a con¬ 
senting partner(s). 

Unfortunately, the pederastic 
angle of sick manipulators, which 
I’m just guessing Mister Graham 
James is, since he pled guilty, are 
shaded at a bad angle in our di¬ 
rection, bad publicity all around 
for any sort of homosexual, like 
the murder of Dave Schultz by 


wacko “Mister Burns” DuPont. 

While mainstream media will 
publish literary versions of the 
coachal abuse tales, as in Scott 
Heim’s eloquent Mysterious Skin, 
most arenas of the written word 
take to the hills with torches at the 
mention of intergenerational sex. 
Does the witch-burning element 
of these stories, however, and sub¬ 
sequent talk show appearances, 
and book sales, diminish the 
shock of abuse? Does our shun¬ 
ning from this prob¬ 
lem make us any 
more “not hateful” 
to straight culture? 

I doubt it. 

Are we culpable for man¬ 
ufacturing such fantasies in 
art, erotica, and porno? 
By censoring such im¬ 
ages, would we re¬ 
move the thought? 

Not unless you re¬ 
move the coaches. And 
their jockstraps. 

In the case of the young 
Kennedy, and in all our lives, the 
boys are fragile, unformed young 
men, and the power is heavily on 
the coach’s side, and his related 
sexuality. 

In the USA Today story, the 
term “assault” is used every time 
to describe the sex. Was the young 
man assaulted, physically? Or just 
convinced to perform sexually, or 
at any time he might be shot? Was 
he fucked at gunpoint? If so, then 
we can understand his terror. 

But part of me thinks, if the 
young Kennedy didn’t like it, 
couldn’t he learn to shoot a gun, 
too? Or at least tell someone? Or 
run away? Anything to stop it? 

Because I pretty much can fig¬ 
ure out if I don’t like something 
after the first hundred times. T

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Gay prison activist 
suddenly set free

ay prison activist Brian 
mm Patrick Carmichael was 
suddenly released from the 
state prison at Tehachapi in Kern 
County on Monday, January 13. 
Carmichael, who had been in 
prison for an alleged parole vio¬ 
lation since last October, phoned 
the Bay Area Reporter with the 
news and said he was given no 
reason why he was being re¬ 
leased. 

“They told me to get out,” an 
elated Carmichael said. 

Carmichael said he doesn’t 
know whether the state Board of 
Prison Terms (BPT) ruled favor¬ 
ably on his appeal, or whether the 
order came from Kern County 
Superior Court Judge Kenneth C. 
Twisselman II. The judge had or¬ 
dered the state Attorney Gener¬ 
al’s Office to respond to 
Carmichael’s claims that he was 
denied due process after being 
taken into custody, and other is¬ 
sues surrounding his parole revo¬ 
cation in connection with an al¬ 
leged sodomy charge. 

But Carmichael is not com¬ 
plaining. He said he planned to 
check in with his parole agent 
this week and hopes to go back to 
work at a sober living program in 
Garden Grove, where he worked 
before his arrest. The executive 
director of the sober living pro¬ 


gram has apparently indicated 
he’d like Carmichael to return to 
work. 

As previously reported in the 
B.A.R., Carmichael fought to im¬ 
prove healthcare access for HIV¬ 
positive inmates when he was im¬ 
prisoned at the state penitentiary 
at Vacaville several years ago. The 
most recent chapter of his story 
began last July when he ordered 
a house resident, Trevor Pi- 
otrowski, to leave the sober living 
program because of rules viola¬ 
tions. Piotrowski, who has since 
absconded and left the state, then 
accused Carmichael of taking 
part in a drugging and gang- 
rape. There was no physical evi¬ 
dence to support Piotrowski’s 
story. 

Despite the lack of evidence, 
the BPT revoked Carmichael’s 
parole and sent him to state 
prison. While incarcerated, 
Carmichael worked diligently 
trying to get released, and filed a 
writ of habeas corpus, which 
places the burden of proof upon 
those detaining a prisoner to jus¬ 
tify the detention. 

Twisselman’s recent order to 
the state was about to be heard 
when Carmichael was unexpect¬ 
edly set free. Additionally, 
Carmichael had filed an appeal 
with the BPT and was awaiting a 
ruling on that as well. 

BPT officials could not be 
reached for comment. T

tract with the city are required to 
offer benefits to domestic partners 
of employees if they offer benefits 
to spouses of employees. Catholic 
Charities receives city contracts to 
provide HIV/AIDS services and 
youth activities. 

Particularly offensive 

In a letter to Bob Nelson, pub¬ 
lic policy director for Catholic 
Charities, Katz said that while she 
supports the goals of Leland 
House, she cannot remain on the 
steering committee since the 
Archdiocese is “actively opposing 
efforts by the city to ban discrim¬ 
ination against lesbians and gay 
men in domestic partnerships. 

“As a lesbian, I find your posi¬ 
tion, which deems my relationship 
with my partner to be less worthy 
than a marriage between two indi¬ 
viduals of opposite genders, par¬ 
ticularly offensive,” Katz said in her 
letter. “As a supervisor and a civil 
rights attorney, I find it disturbing 
that your organization seeks to ob¬ 
tain city funding as a not-for-prof¬ 
it while requesting an exemption 
as a religious organization.” 

Nelson told the B.A.R. that 
Catholic Charities has a policy of 
not commenting on resignations. 

“We still have a very good 
working relationship with all 
three of those people,” Nelson 
said, referring to Katz, Hill, and 
Isch. 

Hill said he and Isch, who are 
both Catholic, have had a difficult 
time trying to get people in the 
community to support the grand 
opening of Catholic Charities’ Le¬ 
land House. And, although Hill 


doesn’t have a problem with the 
program and feels it is important, 
he does think potential clients will 
ultimately suffer. 

Similar thoughts were ex¬ 
pressed by Reverend Jim Mitulski 
of Metropolitan Community 
Church-San Francisco. Mitulski is 
a member of the Human Rights 
Commission’s Religious Service 
Providers Task Force, which dis¬ 
cussed the issue at their Tuesday, 
January 14 meeting. 

“Social service organizations 
do provide quality service, but 
people have to feel free to access 
them,” Mitulski told the B.A.R. 
“These religious organizations re¬ 
ceive contracts, from the city. To 
think they can be exempt from 
this is absurd.” 

Furious Brown 

Hill also said he has spoken 
with Mayor Brown, who he said is 
furious about Levada’s letter. 
Dean Goodwin, the mayor’s liai¬ 
son to the gay community, said 
there has been no “official” re¬ 
sponse from the mayor and reit¬ 
erated that Brown did sign the do¬ 
mestic partner ordinance. 

A spokesman for the Archdio¬ 
cese of San Francisco said that as 
of last week, Levada had not heard 
from Brown regarding his letter. 

The letter asked Brown to pur¬ 
sue an amendment to the domes¬ 
tic partner ordinance that would 
allow exemptions “where the con¬ 
tractor involved is a church or re¬ 
ligiously-affiliated organization 
and where the provision would 
require the contractor to adopt 
policies which would be contrary 
to the church or organization’s re¬ 
ligious and ethical tenets.” 

Katz disagreed with Levada’s 
letter, pointing out that “as you 


know, the Constitution prohibits 
the city from funding religious ac¬ 
tivities. Either Catholic Charities is 
engaging in religious activities and 
thus cannot receive city funding, 
or [is] a not-for-profit organiza¬ 
tion engaging in secular activities 
that must comply with the law.” 

Not all of the steering commit¬ 
tee members are resigning, howev¬ 
er. Tom Nolan, executive director 
of Project Open Hand and a for¬ 
mer San Mateo County Supervi¬ 
sor, said he’s given the issue a lot of 
thought but has decided the need 
for AIDS housing is more impor¬ 
tant. He also said he’s satisfied that 
potential clients of Catholic Char¬ 
ities do not have to believe in the 
teachings of the Catholic Church 
to receive services. 

“The role I’m playing is very 
limited and focused. I’m helping 
plan the opening, it’s no policy 
thing,” Nolan, who is gay and was 
raised Catholic, told the B.A.R. 

Nolan praised Catholic Chari¬ 
ties for doing fine work and said 
the Leland Avenue project, which 
has been seven years in complet¬ 
ing, will fill an important need. 

“The city has identified hous¬ 
ing as the second most important 
need behind primary medical care 
and ahead of food,” Nolan said. “It 
will provide housing for our 
clients.” 

Openly gay attorney Paul Mel- 
bostad, who is also a member of 
the grand opening steering com¬ 
mittee, told the B.A.R. that he has¬ 
n’t decided whether to resign 
from the committee. 

“I do think it’s important to 
make clear that support for the 
opening of the facility does not 
extend to support for the Catholic 
Church’s position on domestic 
partners,” Melbostad said. T

It's Only Rock ond Roll' at the 
Bedford Gallery

ast week when I visited the normally sedate Bedford Gallery in Walnut Creek to 
check out its new show, IPs Only Rock and Roll: Rock and Roll Currents in Con- 
temporary Art, I was greeted with a blast of AC-DC’s “Dirty Deeds Done 
Dirt Cheap” blaring from a video monitor near the gallery entrance. In the 
accompanying video, collaborative artists Rob Pruitt and Jack Early dance and 
lip-synch to that Aussie metal anthem. Madonna’s “Material Girl,” and other joy¬ 
fully insipid tunes from the ’80s hit parade. Pruitt and Early’s deliberately cheesy 
video, complete with no-budget optical effects and spastic ff ugging worthy of a 
VHl American Bandstand rerun, provides the ideal introduction to this cool, sexy, 
smart exploration of rock-and-roll’s tremendous influence on visual art and 
artists since its emergence in the ’50s as the bastard son of country, blues and 
youth rebellion. 

As the first major survey of contemporary art inspired by the sound and sen¬ 
sibility of rock music, IPs Only Rock and Roll is appropriately sprawling, con¬ 
taining provocative work in a variety of media that celebrates rock-and-roll as 
our dominant cultural soundtrack for both public spectacle and private myth. 
Works by Robert Mapplethorpe, Andy Warhol, Jean-Michel Basquiat and Laurie 
Anderson are included, along with less familiar but equally rewarding paintings, 
photographs, sculptures and mixed-media pieces by a host of American and 
British artists. Morrissey, John Lennon, Jimi Hendrix, Kurt Cobain, and the Elvis¬ 
es (Presley and Costello) all appear in various guises. 

The ej^ibition is loosely structured according to themes named after songs, 
such as “Good Vibrations,” “Guitar Boogie Shuffle,” and “Everybody is a Star.”

Blues in the night 

'Johnny-Bo/: interruptus majesticus

T here was a time when com¬ 
posers of American musical 
theatre used songs less as a 
reason to advance stories than as a 
means for composers, musicians, 
and singers to strut their stuff. 
Today, however, our expectations 
of musical theatre are more so¬ 
phisticated — we want songs that 
advance the story, songs which are 
the story. 

If M. DeLorenzo Pelc’s Johnny 
Boy, currently playing in the 
Rhino Studio, falls into one of 
these categories, it’s definitely the 
first. Johnny-Boy DeNara (played 
by the author) is a blues musician 
working at the Salamander Club 
in Chicago’s South Side in the 
early ’60s. Things are going well 


for Johnny, as he is about to be 
picked up by a noted agent. But 
Johnny has a secret, and a prob¬ 
lem. The secret is that he is really 
Gina DeNara, and the problem is 
that he’s romancing ostensibly 
straight Madeline Calabrese 
(Dorothy Adams). The club is 
owned by Val Townsend (Nena St. 
Louis), whose own female drag 
lover was found dead in a river 
eight years earlier. 

It’s not an easy life by any 
means, what with the constant 
threat of exposure and the fre¬ 
quent violence practiced by police 
upon women who refuse to wear 
bras and panties, but Johnny-Boy 
has two loves, and playwright Pelc 
is determined to make them work. 

Unfortunately, this play sounds 
more interesting than it is. Pelc’s 
writing is mediocre, and even 


though she creates some poignant 
moments, the story itself is cir¬ 
cumvented by the need for Pelc to 
pull out her guitar and sing anoth¬ 
er song. There are over half a 
dozen such moments interspersed 
throughout the play, and they have 
an annoying habit of popping up 
just when the details of the drama 
are demanding more exposure. 

With bland direction from 
Gemma Whelan and unremark¬ 
able performances from the cast, 
this production is little more than 
a vanity showcase for Pelc’s not 
inconsiderable, but here inciden¬ 
tal, musical talents. ▼

raham Greene’s Travels 
'%m With My Aunt (at ACT’s 
Geary Theatre through Feb¬ 
ruary 2) relates the liberation of 
its central character, Henry 
Pulling, from a life of humdrum 
regularity. Following thirty years 
of entombment as a bank clerk. 
Pulling’s retirement promises an 
even greater nothingness. But at 
his mother’s funeral Henry meets 
his Aunt Augusta, who proceeds 
to draw him into her world of 
breathless and sometimes illegal 
adventures.

work here is more consistently en¬ 
tertaining and unerringly clever 
than it has been in his past Rhino 
shows. Twelfth Night and The 
Desk Set. From the sound stage¬ 
like set by Iva Walton to the in¬ 
spired costumes by Kim Curtis to 
the Celluloid C/osef-inspired video 
clips that run throughout much 
of the play, there’s hardly a mis¬ 
step along the way. 

Lester Perry is a former soap 
actor who’s recently been cast in a 
made-for-cable movie called 
You’re Out: The Gilbert Feldstein 
Story, about a gay umpire who 
also dances the tango competi¬ 
tively. But supposedly straight 
Lester won’t do any kissing or sex 
scenes with a man, so he has a 
stand-in named Kevin who does 
the “dirty” work for him. 

Lester’s life gets complicated 
when he falls for Gordon, his sexy 
tango instructor. An up-and- 
comer like Lester, however, can’t 
be tagged gay because that would, 
of course, ruin his career, so his 
publicists hook him up with 
latex-adorned female action star 
Festa Longo (“the next Ida 
Lupino”) to keep the heterosexu¬ 
al myth alive. But even the plans 
of the most determined publicists 
go awry, and a militant publica¬ 
tion called Queer Times gets the 
befuddled Lester to admit on tape 
that he’s gay, and the next thing 
Lester knows, he’s outed. 

Matt Cornwall’s Lester Perry is 
a revelation. A seemingly incon¬ 
gruous mix of A1 Pacino and Don 
Knotts, the handsome Cornwall 
makes Lester’s wishy-washy sexu¬ 
ality believable and even endear¬ 
ing. Lester’s way of processing the 
unprocessable makes him seem as 
if he is constantly in the throes of 
a nervous breakdown, but Corn¬ 
wall, under Scheie’s sure-handed 
direction, turns Lester’s numerous 
rambling monologues into guide¬ 
books to a troubled soul. 

Cornwall’s outstanding perfor¬ 
mance is one among many pro¬ 
vided by this sterling cast of ten 
actors, most of whom assay at 
least three different roles over the 
course of the play’s two hours and 
20 minutes. Carmen Elena Sosa is 
by turns wickedly funny and sur¬ 
prisingly affecting as the viper ac¬ 
tress Festa Longo (born with the 
unfortunate name Nancy Rea- 


cist; David Eppel as the belea¬ 
guered movie director Corbin 
Tottles; and Adam Gavzer as Cody 
Willow, Lester’s method-acting 
co-star, are equally strong. 

Scheie’s penchant for breaking 
the imaginary fourth wall be¬ 
tween actors and audience some¬ 
times interferes during the less 
crazed moments of this frenzied 
show. There’s enough of this wall¬ 
breaking built into the script al¬ 
ready, with all the talk shows and 
reporters addressing the audience, 
to make everyone feel involved. 
But this is a minor complaint in a 
show that keeps the laughs com¬ 
ing non-stop.

dozens of cops surround the 
place, they hold five patrons 
hostage while plotting their es¬ 
cape. If there were any tension in 
this banal exercise, it would 
mount as federal agent G.D. 
Browning (Joe Mantegna) plots to 
rescue barmaid Janet (Faye Dun¬ 
away) and her four cohorts. 

Writer Forte (a San Francisco 
resident and son of pop icon Fabi¬ 
an) offers a few twists to the pre¬ 
dictable dilemma of hoods vs. 
hostages, but they do not consti¬ 
tute innovative screenwriting. 
Forte attempts to develop the ob¬ 
scure metaphor of an albino alli¬ 
gator by having one of the charac¬ 
ters explain the concept, but after 
doing so the screenwriter prompt¬ 
ly abandons the idea altogether. 
For more inspired products from 
this genre, we must look to films 
like Dog Day Afternoon and Key 
Largo.

lurks not far beneath the surface, 
precisely because he is Malkovich. 

Although Campion proves a 
capable director throughout, one 
wonders why she has hobbled her 
work with so many distracting 
camera angles. In one scene, dur¬ 
ing the film’s Florence segment, 
the Duomo is set almost on its 
head for no apparent reason. In 
fact, most of the Italian locations 
chosen for this film have rarely 
appeared less seductive than they 
do here. On the other hand, one 
longs for more of the surreal, 
dream-like touches Campion 
rather timidly inserts into some of 
the interior scenes. The best of 
these comes early in the film when 
Isabel, inspired by the caress of a 
suitor, conjures three fantasy 
lovers at once in her bedroom. In 
another scene, pasta mysteriously 
gyrates in a dish, a vision worthy 
of early David Lynch. 

These rare, inspired moments 
in an otherwise plodding film re¬ 
call the dark sensuality of Campi¬ 
on’s The Piano, whose very distant 
cousin, alas, this film turns out to 
be. While she has managed to put 
her own unique spin on James’ 
masterpiece, it is not, ultimately, 
in service of the novel, whose 
larger theme of American inno¬ 
cence vs. European sophistication 
is overshadowed by business that 
might be more aptly titled. The 
Perils of Isabel. 

The Portrait of a Lady provides 
no competition for the finest film 
adaptations of Henry James. That 
title is still held by Jack Clayton’s 
The Innocents (James’ The Turn of 
the Screw) and William Wyler’s 
superb The Heiress (based on a 
Ruth and Augustus James adapta¬ 
tion of James’ Washington 
Square). ▼

M ane Campion’s The Portrait of 
|| Lfldy begins with a perplex- 
^ ing black-and-white tableau 
of young women in an English 
garden who gaze mysteriously into 
the camera. This preamble to the 
long-awaited film version of 
Henry James’ 1881 novel leaves 
viewers — at least this one — 
wondering just what director 
Campion is up to. Unfortunately, 
during the next two and a half 
hours no clear answer emerges. 

For devotees of Henry James’ 
novel. Campion’s film may prove 
a satisfying retelling of a classic 
tale, but there are many unan¬ 
swered questions. The complex 
motivations detailed in the novel 
remain murky in the film, charac¬ 
ters’ relationships to one another 
go unexplained, and the entire 
package never quite gels emotion¬ 
ally. Campion and screenwriter 
Laura Jones have so focused on 
the anguish of poor, mistreated 
Isabel Archer (Nicole Kidman) 
that the larger picture has been 
neglected. 

The actors are not at fault. The 
entire cast, with a few exceptions, 
is superb. Kidman spends most of 
the time with face awash in tears, 
but this performance, following 
close on the heels of the actress’ 
triumph as Susanne Stone in last 
year’s To Die For, should assure

her status as an actress of sub¬ 
stance. Also good is Barbara Her- 
shey as the mysterious Madame 
Merle. She has never been better 
in her long career, but Hershey’s 
part is by far the best written role 
in the film. In contrast, Isabel 
comes off as little more than a 
one-dimensional victim of her 
circumstances, a far cry from the 
spirited heroine of the novel. 

John Malkovich does what he 
does best as the sinister Gilbert 
Osmond, the cause of the leading 
lady’s misery. He is, however, a bit 
too obviously typecast as the 
malevolent husband. Although he 
is introduced as a surprisingly un- 
creepy male lead, his evil twin

When their 
robbery attempt is foiled by a bur¬ 
glar alarm, they flee the crime 
scene, killing three police officers 
in a high-speed chase. The fugi¬

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little chemistry between the char¬ 
acters and, in this literal life and 
death situation, almost no sus¬ 
pense. Director Spacey must take 
most of the blame, followed close¬ 
ly by Forte and composer Michael 
Brook, whose soundtrack — lots 
of strings and woo-woo effects — 
eliminate the requisite dramatic 
tension that should emerge from 
this situation. 

Matt Dillon has been to the 
gym and seems finally to be grow¬ 
ing into his face; Gary Sinise is still 
earnest; and Faye Dunaway is still 
... Faye Dunaway, but with a 
Southern drawl. The scene in 
which she paints her collagen-en¬ 
hanced lips in front of a mirror 
and then attempts to seduce Dil¬ 


lon should be shown in all acting 
classes as an example of what ac¬ 
tresses in their mid-50s should 
never do in front of a camera. 

It’s hard to understand why 
anyone would want to make this 
film, under any circumstances. 
But Spacey, after his well-deserved 
Best Supporting Actor Oscar for 
The Usual Suspects, probably used 
his newly acquired Hollywood 
clout to place himself in the di¬ 
rector’s chair — and without pre¬ 
vious directing credits, he wasn’t 
going to get assigned to The Peo¬ 
ple vs. Larry Flynt. After Albino Al¬ 
ligator, the best thing that can be 
said about Spacey, the director, is 
that he remains a good actor. ▼

T he ice queen of French cine¬ 
ma, Catherine Deneuve, 
once again gives lesbians 
something to talk about with her 
portrayal of Marie, a philosophy 
professor, in Andre Techine’s new 
film, Les Voleurs (Thieves). This 
time, Deneuve isn’t calling her 
lawyers to get a lesbian magazine 
to change its name. Instead, she’s 
wallowing nude in a bathtub, pas¬ 
sionately kissing a woman young 
enough to be her daughter. 

Techine has already established 
his reputation with a 25-year 
track record in French cinema, 
crowned by 1995’s award-win¬ 
ning Wild Reeds, which revolved 
around an adolescent love trian¬ 
gle between two boys and a girl. 
With Les Voleurs, Techine delves 
into the much seedier world of car 
thieves and those who are drawn 
into their orbit. 

The film begins with the suspi¬ 
cious death of Ivan (Didier 
Bezace), as seen through the eyes 
of his young son Justin (Julien 
Riviere). As the family gathers to 
mourn Ivan’s passing, the person¬ 
ality conflicts between the central 
characters gradually unfold. Ivan 
was hated by his brother Alex 
(Daniel Auteuil), a cop; their lar¬ 
cenous father Victor (Ivan Desny) 
detests Alex; and Alex is having an 
affair with a shoplifter, Juliette 
(Laurence Cote), who is simulta¬ 
neously having an affair with her 
philosophy professor, Marie 
(Catherine Deneuve). It turns out 
that prosperous but dead Ivan was 
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the head of a ring of car thieves 
that also includes Juliette’s broth¬ 
er Jimmy (Benoit Magimel). 

Young Justin and cop Alex take 
turns narrating events as the story 
jumps back and forth in time. The 
non-linear structure allows the 
audience — and the actors — to 
focus on characterization more 
than plot. Director Techine has 
better success at this sort of thing 
than most directors, and the script 
he co-wrote with Gilles Taurand, 
Michel Alexandre, and Pascal 
Bonitzer allows for a diverse inter¬ 
pretation of the significance of the 


film’s events. Marie, a grandmoth¬ 
er, is embroiled in her first lesbian 
affair with the young Juliette, 
while Juliette’s masochistic sexual 
attachment to Alex runs out of 
control. Although the neurotic 
Juliette emerges relatively un¬ 
scathed, as do most of the thieves, 
the devastated Marie and Alex — 
the only law-abiding characters — 
are drawn to each other for emo¬ 
tional support. 

Andre Techine tends to take an 
existential approach to his work. 
The classic narrative structure of 
the drama, with its build, denoue¬ 
ment, and resolution, is tossed out 
in favor of a series of moments 
that reveal character, plot, and 
cinematic themes not necessarily 
in chronological order. This pre¬

lyrically and musically, it’s far 
more advanced. While the 
macabre fimhouse element may 
be gone, it’s been replaced with 
something more disturbing, 
which of course, makes them all 
the more fascinating. 

Most of the songs on An¬ 
tichrist Superstar are the result of 
Manson’s notoriously vivid 
dreams. Songs such as “Dried Up, 
Tied and Dead To The World” 
and “Cryptorchid” are filled with 
apocalyptic visions of a world 
gone to hell. Lending conviction 
to these lyrics is the music itself, 
overwhelming in its dark majesty. 
Producers Trent Reznor of Nine 
Inch Nails and Dave Ogilvie of 
Skinny Puppy have helped the 
band fashion a loud, bombastic, 
industrial wall-of-sound. Where 
it used to be easy to pass off the 
band’s Satanic qualities as merely 
a shock-rock pose, one now gets 
the impression that they’re really 
serious. 

“I’m the same age as Wood- 
stock and the Manson murders, 
which I think is an interesting di¬ 
chotomy,” says Manson. “What 
we’re doing is probably what 
Charles Manson would have liked 
to have done. He wanted to be a 
rock star, but couldn’t, so he had 
to get famous another way. But 
what the Manson family was 
doing at the time was a reaction 
against the hippie thing. They 
were fed up with that whole 
Woodstock generation, ‘love 
everybody’ thing. That, and 


Christian dogma — it’s just a poi¬ 
sonous mess that’s being fed to 
people. If you love everyone, then 
your love has no value. But then, 
the same thing goes for hate. If 
you hate everyone, then your hate 
has no value either.” 

Manson’s fascination with this 
sort of duality is exactly why he 
and his band have the name that 
they do. “The Marilyn side and 
the Manson side,” he explains. “I 
tend to be a moody person, and 
those are the two distinct sides of 
my personality. It’s something like 
what Hegel would have suggest¬ 
ed—the juxtaposition of diamet¬ 
rically-opposed archetypes. When 
you take two extreme things and 
put them together, you create one 
thing that’s even more powerful. 
And that’s what we are.” 

While world domination is 
high on Marilyn Manson’s agen¬ 
da, there are other, more person¬ 
al reasons why Manson does what 
he does. For example, he sees his 
band’s success as a way of getting 
back at those from his past who 
tormented him. “I got shit on a lot 
as a kid,” he explains. “I wanted to 
hang out with the cool kids in my 
school, but I got beat up and 
called names and stuff. Some get 
their revenge by killing people. 
Luckily, I got to write songs and 
be in a band.” ▼

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sents certain challenges for the 
viewer. The result may be more 
true to life as it unfolds moment 
by moment, but the extrapolation 
of meaning from this equation re¬ 
quires a great deal of inductive 
reasoning, something American 
directors rarely require of their 
audiences. Les Voleurs is quintes- 
sentially French. 

Deneuve and Auteuil, reunited 
once again after their 1992 pairing 
as brother and sister in Techine’s 
Mfl Saison Preferee, turn in the 
kind of competent performances 
one might expect. It is both re¬ 
freshing and somewhat depress¬ 
ing to see Deneuve hobbling with 
a cane and not trying to hide the 
growing turkey neck that wobbles 
above her collar these days. But 
both performers reflect a pecu¬ 
liarly French sangfroid that im¬ 
poses emotional distance between 
the characters and what happens 
to them. It may also distance the 
audience from the film. This dy¬ 


namic manifests itself regularly 
during the progress of Les Voleurs, 
as all heads seem to have only the 
most tenuous connections to 
hearts. The one poignant excep¬ 
tion to this rule is the child Justin, 
who reveals genuine loss and 
heartbreak beneath the tough-guy 
act he tries to approximate. 

Laurence Cote is convincing in 
the pivotal role of Juliette — sort 
of a French Mare Winningham. 
Juliette experiences the romantic 
tenderness with Marie that she can 
never have with Alex, although 
neither relationship brings true 
happiness. Techine handles the 
lesbian affair and a minor subplot 
involving drag queens with matu¬ 
rity. Les Voleurs continues the Te¬ 
chine tradition of episodic stories 
that reveal the quirks and idiosyn¬ 
crasies of life through a series of 
interpersonal explosions. It is not 
a great film, but it is an intelligent 
one — and for many viewers, 
that’s enough. ▼

Organized in this playful fashion, 
there’s enough room in the exhi¬ 
bition to encompass conceptual 
and aesthetic extremes, from 
Christian Marclay’s pillow made 
out of Beatles audiotape to Alan 
Rath’s Transmitter, an odd con¬ 
traption with four speakers that 
beat like hearts. True to the anar¬ 
chic spirit of rock-and-roll, the 
exhibition places art-historically 
valuable works alongside unex¬ 
pected, irreverent pieces. Part of 
the fun here is wandering from a 
classic like Robert Rauschenberg’s 
silkscreen collage of Janis Joplin, 
the Kennedys, and other ’60s 
icons, to Buster Cleveland’s neo- 
Dada dinner plate absurdly 
adorned with beads and buttons 
displaying the shiny faces of now- 
sullied teen sensations New Kids 
on the Block. 

Much of the work on display 
reflects the degree to which rock- 
and-roll icons have infiltrated the 
realms of high art and popular cul¬ 
ture over the past several decades. 
From Warhol’s silkscreens of Mick 
Jagger and Prince to Mapplethor¬ 
pe’s portrait of suspender-clad 
punk priestess Patti Smith, artists 
have routinely paid homage to 
their rock-star heroes and hero¬ 
ines. They’ve done so not only out 
of personal admiration for these 
musicians but because visual 
artists, beginning in the early ’60s, 
began to recognize the cultural im¬ 
portance of rock music as it 
achieved success with mass audi¬ 
ences and within the avant garde. 
Thus we have works such as Peter 
Blake’s totemic Everly Wall, a trib¬ 
ute to the harmonizing brothers; 
Vicky Alexander’s GRACE, a cru¬ 
ciform of Elvis portraits; Red 
Grooms’ Fats Domino, a delightful 
Cubist pop-up lithograph of Fats 
playing “Blueberry Hill”; and 
Annie Leibovitz’s poignant photo¬ 
graph of a naked John holding 
Yoko, taken just hours before he 
was killed. These and representa¬ 
tions of musical icons like Debo¬ 
rah Harry and Kurt Cobain high¬ 
light the rock-star phenomenon at 
its most public. 

Several of the exhibition’s 
most intriguing works, however, 
achieve something trickier than 
the mere glorification or defama¬ 
tion of icons. Some artists in the 
show have related the deeply per¬ 
sonal places rock-and-roll has 
taken them. In the photo triptych 
Luke Chooses Records, for exam¬ 
ple, Tim Maul holds copies of 
Kraftwerk’s The Man Machine, 
David Bowie’s Low, and the 
soundtrack to Merry Christmas 
Mr. Lawrence, as if these albums 
reveal autobiographical secrets of 
Maul’s life story. 

Other works convey the excite¬ 
ment of discovery familiar to all 
rock fans who have spent count¬ 
less hours (and as many dollars) |

flipping through record bins. For 
his installation Record Bin, Larry 
Hammarness has shrink-wrapped 
his own color photographs over 
preexisting album covers, while 
Kevin Sullivan has fabricated giant 
reproductions of Herb Alpert and 
Iggy Pop covers and splattered 
them with simulated food stains, 
as if they’ve been heavily used and 
abused by their owners. 

The ephemeral nature of pop, 
its fad-driven life span and three- 
minute disposability, is cleverly 
suggested by Fred Tomaselli in Re¬ 
cent Extinctions, in which beloved 
bands of yesteryear — Black Flag, 
Psychedelic Furs, The Clash, Yel- 
lowfin Cutthroat Trout(!) — are 
linked in a connect-the-dots con¬ 
stellation of truly greats and one- 
hit wonders. Cary S. Leibowitz, 
under the guise of his alter ego 
Candyass, has stacked up four 
empty ice trays, each inscribed 
with the telling phrase, / Remem¬ 
ber when Disco counted. Candyass 
also weighs in with two strangely 
sad self-portrait photographs in 
which he holds signs reading, “I 
love you more than Michael Jack- 
son” and “1 love you more than 
Prince,” as if these are the ultimate 
words of devotion. 

Despite the exhibition’s ghost¬ 
ly evidence of rock star death-by- 
misadventure a«d subtle hints of 
bad vibes, fr’s Only Rock and Roll 
is predominantly a feel-good 
show. Works like Michael Bevilac- 
qua’s Flaming Youth Window, an 
appropriation of Matisse’s Jazz 
cut-outs done in multicolored felt 
and emblazoned with a Kiss in¬ 
signia, and Naim June Paik’s 
Dharma Wheel Turns, in which 
45s and reel-to-reel tape form a 
funky Buddha, achieve blissful 
rock nirvana. 

Several works in the show, 
however, are more pointed in their 
commentary on the outsider’s po¬ 
sition in rock-and-roll history. 
Carrie Mae Weems awards gold- 


record status to If You Should Lose 
Me, an early-’60s recording by 
breakthrough African-American 
singer Dee Dee Sharp. On her fab¬ 
ricated gold record, Weems slyly 
renames Sharp’s album Ode to Af¬ 
firmative Action. Similarly, Nay- 
land Blake reasserts the iconic im¬ 
portance and coveted outsider sta¬ 
tus of Morrissey in Come Ar¬ 
mageddon, in which a promo 
poster for Morrissey’s woe-is-me 
anthem “Everyday is Like Sunday” 
serves as an altar for potpourri 
and a videotape of the Carol Reed- 
Orson Welles noir masterpiece 
The Third Man. 

Overall, Ifs Only Rock and Roll 
is one of the most enjoyable trav¬ 
eling exhibitions to hit the Bay 
Area in the last few years.

Quaint but kinky

^ hen the San Francisco 
Opera opens its new pro¬ 
duction of Richard 
Strauss’ Salome on January 18 at 
the Civic Auditorium, don’t ex¬ 
pect to be shocked. This 
once-horrific opera may have 
caused newspaper editorials and 
pulpit fulminations when it was 
new in 1905, but the decadence of 
today’s films, their graphic vio¬ 
lence and unavoidable equation 
of sex with death have made the 
abnormal psychology of the 
Princess of Judea seem almost 
quaint. 

Since the 19th century’s take 
on the Salome myth was already 
so lurid — as exemplified by 
drug-filled novels, shocking 
paintings and Oscar Wilde’s 
thrilling but clammy one-act play 
— 20th-century filmmakers have 
had to exert themselves to shock 
audiences with this biblical 


morality play. Theda Bara at¬ 
tempted it in 1918. An American 
silent film diva who flaunted a 
vampirish sexuality (hence the so¬ 
briquet “The Vamp”), Bara’s 
screen presence was once de¬ 
scribed by Bette Davis, who ought 
to know, as “divinely, hysterically, 
insanely malevolent.” 

That description sounds more 
like Salome’s horrible mother, 
Herodias, who is the one accused 
in the Bible of John the Baptist’s 
murder. The dancing teen is un¬ 
named in the Gospels according 
to Matthew and Mark; it’s the 
heavy-breathing mother who 
takes the rap. Most actresses are 
better-suited to Herodias, and the 
problem of overaged and over¬ 
sexed Salomes is naturally magni¬ 
fied on film. Billy Wilder ad¬ 
dressed the issue, albeit satirically, 
in his 1950 masterpiece. Sunset 
Boulevard. The aging Norma 
Desmond — she’s only 50, but in 
those days that was geriatric — 
plots her comeback in a film ver¬ 


sion of Salome, supposedly to be 
directed by Cecil B. De Mille. Joe, 
the young writer who pays with 
his life for assisting Desmond’s 
wacko schemes, gently suggests 
she might be more suited to the 
role of Herodias. But, no, Norma 
wants to dance. When Wilder cre¬ 
ated Norma Desmond, it is possi¬ 
ble that he had silent film star Alla 
Nazimova (1879-1945) in mind. 
Born in Russia, Nazimova was a 
stage actress specializing in Ibsen 
before turning her theatrical eyes 
on motion pictures. 

Naughty Nazimova 

Though she hired male cam¬ 
eramen and directors. Madam, as 
Nazimova was known to quaking 
subordinates, ran the set with an 
iron hand. Because she was a 
powerful personality and outspo¬ 
ken about sexual freedom for 
women, everybody assumes Naz¬ 
imova was a lesbian and that Nat- 
acha Rambova, Rudolph Valenti¬ 
no’s discontented second wife.

was her lover. No documented 
proof of the liaison exists, but of 
course it is flattering when rubes 
automatically assume that women 
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of taste and vision must be gay. 

Rambova (1887-1966) is an¬ 
other American who assumed a 
foreign identity to make herself 
more “interesting” to her 
dull-witted countrymen. She 
started her career as a dancer but 
soon became a designer of vision¬ 
ary sets and costumes for film. 
Rambova created designs for 
three Nazimova films: the abort¬ 
ed Aphrodite (1920); a 
modern-dress Camille (1921), 
co-starring Valentino as Armand; 
and Salome (1925). In the latter, 
Rambova’s exotic 

black-and-white designs are 
copied from Aubrey Beardsley, 
who decorated a famous edition 
of Wilde’s Salome in 1891. 

Nazimova’s silent Salome was a 
success only with the cognoscenti. 
The studio was timid about dis¬ 
tribution, frightened by the sala¬ 
cious publicity that surrounded 
the filming. Nazimova was sup¬ 
posed to have slept with anything 
that moved, and it was widely 
suggested that the entire cast and 
crew were homosexuals playing a 
sick joke on the unsuspecting 
American film public. Oscar 
Wilde would have felt right at 
home in that paranoid atmos¬ 
phere. More artistically damning 
was the fact that Madam was just 
too mature to be a convincing 
16-year-old. 

Nazimova’s Salome destroyed 
what film career she had, and it 
was nearly 30 years before Holly¬ 
wood had another go at the bibli¬ 
cal tale. (Despite its title, Yvonne 
DeCarlo’s ludicrous 1945 bomb, 
Salome, Where She Danced, has 
nothing to do with Wilde’s 
nymphet.) In 1953, William Di- 
eterle directed Rita Hayworth in 
Salome. This is the movie immor¬ 
talized by radio announcers stum¬ 
bling over the ad copy: “Rita Hay¬ 
worth’s salame will take your 
breath away.” 

The tall, red-haired dancer 
wore Jean-Louis gowns of melon 
and turquoise chiffon. Butter 
wouldn’t melt in her mouth, and 
like the heroine of Massenet’s hi¬ 
larious opera, Herodiade, this Sa¬ 
lome actually dances to free John 
the Baptist, not to get his head. Of 
course she fails, but as a consola¬ 
tion prize, handsome Roman of¬ 
ficer Stewart Granger shows up to 
whisk her off to the Sermon on 
the Mount. (And maybe a cheese¬ 
burger and fries afterward at Mel’s 
Drive-In?) 

Moist and moving 

The movie that most closely 
approaches Wilde’s sophisticated 
wit and moist decadence is Ken

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Salome 
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Russell’s Salome’s Last Dance 
(1988). Pronounced in the British 
manner “Sal-OH-mee,” this deli¬ 
cious film is a full performance of 
Wilde’s 90-minute play, set in the 
fictional context of a male brothel. 
The idea is that when Wilde’s Sa¬ 
lome was canceled by the Royal 
Censor in London, the proprietor 
of the brothel frequented by Wilde 
and his lover Bosie (Lord Alfred 
Douglas) hoped to soften the blow 
by presenting the play himself. 

He recruits boy whores, studly 
hunks, management, and even the 
kitchen staff. The play is mounted 
in the high camp style familiar to 
Russell’s fans, yet the performance 
and back-story are true to Wilde’s 
spirit and, ultimately, is quite 


moving. (Glenda Jackson is the 
randy Herodias, unable to keep 
her hands off the hunky palace 
guards.) 

Oscar Wilde’s Salome was de¬ 
scribed by a contemporary critic 
as “A garbled plot from a scram¬ 
bled brain.” The composer’s fa¬ 
ther, after hearing Strauss play 
and sing the opera at the piano, 
grumped: “Makes me feel as if my 
trousers were full of maybugs.” 
But Ken Russell’s Salome’s Last 
Dance defines precisely my fa¬ 
vorite Wildean quip: “The world 
was my oyster, but I used the 
wrong fork.” ▼

the Dean Lesher Regional Center 
for the Arts deserves credit for 
being the only California venue to 
schedule the exhibition), I turned 
up Elvis Costello’s Brutal Youth on 
the tape deck and thought about 
Richard Hawkins’ contribution to 
the exhibition. Hawkins has past¬ 
ed glamorously scuzzy photos of 
guitarist Slash over illustrations of 
gestural drawings by Cy Twombly, 
thus partially obscuring 
Twombly’s delicate art with trashy 
pop pin-up pics. Hawkins’ chal¬ 


lenge to cultural hierarchy 
notwithstanding, what I like most 
about It’s Only Rock and Roll is 
that the exhibition doesn’t ask 
viewers to choose between the 
pleasures of high art and low- 
down rock-and-roll. ▼

No dearth of good 
Salomes on disc

E very dramatic soprano — 
even those pushing 300 
pounds — secretly thinks of 
herself as a nymphet and longs to 
play Salome. Fortunately, when lis¬ 
tening to recordings of the opera, 
our imaginations can supply the 
visuals for the “Dance of the Seven 
Veils.” The Salome recordings I lis¬ 
ten to most are listed in alphabeti¬ 
cal order, by soprano: 


Hildegard Behrens and 
Herbert von Karajan, Vienna 
Philharmonic (EMI Classics) 

Recorded in 1977 with the 
then-unknown Behrens, this is 
the most suspiciously caloric of 
Salome recordings; it’s like a big 
box of poison chocolates. Behrens 
is childlike, yet disgustingly las¬ 
civious. Jose Van Dam is in splen¬ 
did voice as the seductive prophet. 

Christel Goltz and Otmar Suit- 
ner, Dresden Staatskapelle 
(Berlin Classics). 

Suitner’s is the most human, 
sympathetic Salome on disc; his 
orchestral balances and the su¬ 
perb East German recording 
make for easy listening, yet all the 
details are there. Goltz, the sexi- 


est-looking Salome ever, was past 
her prime in 1963, but she makes 
up in intelligence and intensity for 
a few frayed high notes. 

Karen Huffstodt and 
Kent Negano, Lyon Opera 
(Virgin Classics) 

Karen Huffstodt is the SF 
Opera’s Princess of Judea (and ru¬ 
mored to be our next Isolde). 
Compared to these other divas, 
Huffstodt doesn’t seem to have a 
major instrument, but her record¬ 
ing with Kent Nagano and the 
Lyon Opera (Virgin Classics) is 
essential because it preserves 
Wilde’s original text, with the 
vocal line altered by Strauss him¬ 
self to fit the French words. 


Eva Marton and Zubin Mehta, 

Berlin Philharmonic 
(Sony Classical) 

After Karajan’s feline teasing, 
Mehta’s crude swagger comes as a 
shock in this 1990 recording, but 
it suits the brutal vocalism of his 
Salome. Only you can decide if 
Marton’s blazing soprano, with its 
heavy beat in the upper register, 
produces pain or pleasure. 

Birgit Nilsson and Georg Solti, 

Vienna Philharmonic (London) 
You’d never guess this was the 


same orchestra that purrs and 
drools decadently for Karajan; for 
Solti they simply sound like noble 
musicians. Nilsson on stage was 
my favorite Salome (and Elektra 
and Brunnhilde and Turandot and 
Tosca), but on disc her superhu¬ 
man, metallic tone refuses to melt. 
She’s scary, but not particularly 
appealing, and Gerhard Stoltze’s 
whiny Herod is unlistenable. 

Cheryl Studer and Giuseppe 
Sinopoli, Deutsche Oper Berlin 
(Deutsche Grammophon) 

Studer’s Salome is an enigma 
wrapped in cool instrumental 
tone; this is her best recording. Si¬ 
nopoli, a real-life shrink, is also a 
full-time conductor. You want de¬ 
mentia? You’ve got it here, espe¬ 
cially with Bryn Terfel as the hairy 
prophet and Leonie Rysanek, her¬ 
self a formidable Salome (alas, 
never recorded commercially), as 
the nasty Herodias. 

And there is Montserrat Ca¬ 
balle, a kittenish, impeccably vo¬ 
calized Salome (RCA), though 
Erich Leinsdorf is a dry stick com¬ 
pared to the conductors above. 
Gwyneth Jones wobbles heroical¬ 
ly for Karl Bohm (Deutsche 
Grammophon), and the late 
Ljuba Welitsch — caught live 
from the Met in 1949 with Fritz 
Reiner in the pit (on various pi¬ 
rate labels, including Melodram) 
— is my colleague Paul Thoma¬ 
son’s number one choice. T

T he debate rages: whether 
the millennium should be 
celebrated on New Year’s 
Eve 2000 or a year later when it 
becomes 2001. Mammoth cele¬ 
brations are scheduled all over 
the world to celebrate on NYE 
2000. Whatever your inclination, 
rest assured the leather/SM com¬ 
munity will still be around and 
still be performing all those good 
deeds they’ve been doing for so 
long now. Some groups, organi¬ 
zations and events are growing in 
credibility, maturity, stature and 
sophistication at a great rate. 
Whenever a cure for AIDS is dis¬ 
covered (hopefully soon!), there 
will still be fundraising efforts for 
other causes. 

Long before the advent of 
AIDS, our community was en¬ 
gaged in fundraising activities. My 
first one in San Francisco was in 
1968 when the City Clinic was 
moving from its old location to its 
present address on 7th Street. It 
was a sparkling new site, but there 
was no money in the city budget 
for seating in the waiting room. A 
fundraiser was held at Febe’s Bar 
to raise money to buy chairs, and 
that, friends, is when I was unoffi¬ 
cially inducted into the leather 
community. Someone bought me 
a leather jacket at that event with 
the admonition: “Wear this and 
never wear white sneakers with it. 
As a matter of fact, don’t ever wear 
white sneakers with leather!” 

I was barely out and treading 
carefully. I’d moved to San Fran¬ 
cisco from Los Angeles when I re¬ 
alized that city was a police state - 
at least for gay people. Unfortu¬ 
nately, little has changed in my 
hometown. The LAPD and the 
ABC still harass the gay bars and 
their patrons in spite of gay/les¬ 
bian support of politicians who 
make shallow promises. 

But I digress. There are so 
many individuals who take it 
upon themselves to spearhead 
these events, 1 don’t have the 
room to include them all here. 
Nevertheless, in San Francisco at 
least, most major affairs are 
fundraising efforts. Bars and busi¬ 
nesses make their premises avail¬ 
able and are hounded unendingly 
to contribute merchandise, ser¬ 
vices and cash. Your patronage of 
establishments that are always 


“giving back” to their community 
is important and, yes, mandatory. 

San Francisco’s leather com¬ 
munity has long been a leader in 
fundraising efforts, and it’s safe to 
say that our city has served as a 
catalyst for similar efforts around 
the country. Here are only a few 
worthwhile places and events that 
will be celebrating anniversaries 
in 1997 - ones that have raised 
hundreds of thousands of dol¬ 
lars for those in need. 

January 16, the 
Eagle’s Bare Chest Cal- ^ ' 
endar contests begin 
their 12th year of having 
fun, raising self-esteem 
for men, and donating 
calendar sale proceeds 
to the AIDS Emer¬ 
gency Fund. Probably 
one of the easiest 
ways to “get involved” and have 
fun as well. 

January 17-19, the fifth an¬ 
niversary of Portland Uniform 
Weekend, where part of the pro¬ 
ceeds benefits local charities. On 
Jan. 18, the San Francisco GDIs 
will be celebrating their 23rd an¬ 
niversary.

T he World StiU Won't Listen is a 
tribute album with a difference: 
it’s all covers of Smiths songs, 
performed by British thrash and 
garage bands who couldn’t be more 
different from the seminal ’80s group 
fronted by gay aesthete crooner Mor¬ 
rissey. Even the cover photo on the 
new release (Too Damn Hype 
Records) trades on this central incon¬ 
gruity: same as the cover of the Smiths 
album The World Won't Listen, except 
in the place of the glam-boys Morris¬ 
sey favored are two defiant punkers 
with spectacular mohawks. 

Amazingly, it works. Ail the youth¬ 
ful energy and testosterone really perk 
up classic Morrissey moaners like 
“Heaven Knows I’m Miserable Now” 
and “Half a Person” (as interpreted by 
H20 and Edgewise, respectively). 
“Panic,” “Sweet and Tender Hooligan” 
and “Bigmouth Strikes Again” sound 
custom-made for the jacked-up tem¬ 
pos and nasty edge The Business, 59 
Times The Pain, and Slapshot give 
them. And there’s something sweetly 
subversive about hearing presumably 
straight thrash-rockers Sweet Diesel 
sing “Handsome Devil,” which is, after 
all, a queer love song, with the immor¬ 
tal refrain, “There’s more to life than 
books you know, but not much more.” 

The liner notes are hilarious, as the 
band dudes rationalize appearing on a 
tribute album dedicated to a pouf. Les 
of Dare To Defy hates the fuckin’ 
Smiths, wanted to do a Bad Brains 
tribute instead. Eddie Sutton of Lee¬ 
way says, “I was never really a big fan 
of the Smiths... The challenge to me 
was to make Morrissey’s songs sound 
masculine...” 

Sometimes they go overboard on 
the macho revisionism. When The 
Meatmen do “How Soon Is Now,” the 
lead singer changes the chorus to, “I 
am human, and I need to be killed, just 
like everybody else does.” Here, and in 
covers by Satanic-sounding A.C. or 
Screw 32, it’s like hearing Morrissey’s 
Wildean lyrics re-imagined by Alice 
Cooper. ▼
